TV reporter resigns, 
sparks political uproar

TEL AVIV. — Provoking turmoil in 
the Labour Party and protests from 
the Likud, television's military cor- 
respondent Amiram Nir quit his job 
yesterday. 

The move came amid reports that 
Labour Chairman Shimon Peres 
had promised him the job of chief of 
the prime minister's bureau, should 
Labour win the elections. Other 
reports say that Nir is out to become 
a Labour MK. 

Peres denied the reports and 
Labour's campaign manager, 
Aharon - Harel, issued a statement 
saying that Nir quit his job for the 
sole -purpose of taking part in 
Labour’s campaign. 

Nir coukLnot be reached for 
' comment, pigjit.* . 

- ~ Peres’. rje^pianations -failed to 
satisfy many in Labour who dp not 
believe that Nir has 'sacrificed his 
TV career without being promised 
v an important post. The Likud 
pointed to the incident as proof of 
bias on the part of some TV 
reporters, and has demanded to 
know how it happened that Peres 
negotiated with Nir while he was 
still a Broadcasting Authority 
employee. 

Several months ago Nir put 
together a critical Friday night 
feature on the Likud Government, 
which sparked angry protests from 
the Coalition. 

The news hit some of Peres' 
closest aides hardest. They stuck 
with him through the past year of 
struggle for the Labour leadership, 
and expect to be rewarded for their 
efforts. Among these aides is party 
spokesman Gideon Levy, who has 
made no secret of his hopes , to 
become the Prime Minister's 
bureau chieL Many in Labour feel 
that the very fact that Peres had 
been negotiating with Nir is a slap in 
the face for his young aides. 

According to some Labour 
sources, three of the aides, in- 


cluding the party's two spokesmen, 
Yossi Beilin and Levy, were ready 
to resign yesterday. 

Peres met with them and is said to 
have denied that he made any deal 
with Nir. Peres said that Nir ap- 
proached him and said that he 
wanted to become an MK. Peres is 
said to have replied that if Nir quit, 
the party would find him a job. But 
Peres told Nir that he should not 
quit. 

Sources in Labour pointed out 
that someone who simply wants to 
work in a party's campaign usually 
takes a leave of absence. The fact 
that Nir resigned has lead many 
leading party members, including 
several MKs, to doubt Peres’ ver- 
sion.;' 

. Nir's fellow TV journalists were 
not aware of his inte-'tiohd aad 
Teamed of bis resignation for the 
first time this morning. Authority 
director-general Yosef Lapid said 
last night that he was “sorry that 
Israel TV is losing an excellent 
military correspondent," He said 
that Nir's successor would come 
from the ranks of TV's reporters. 

Ronnie Millo (Likud-Herut) has 
written Lapid that Nir's resignation 
has “exposed the motives behind his 
disgraceful feature on the govern- 
ment and his unbridled attacks on 
its members. It now emerges," Millo 
went on, “that Peres has promised 
him a reward for his service broad- 
casts on behalf or Labour. Nir was 
certainly not moved by journalistic 
objectivity.” 

Liberal MK Moshe Meron has 
demanded an official inquiry to 
determine “whether Nir had been 
reporting the news on the state- 
owned TV while he already had a 
contract with Peres in his pocket.” 

Likud Knesset faction chairman 
Avraham Sharir has tabled a 
parliamentary question to Educa- i 
tion Minister Zevuiun Hammer, 
who is officially in charge of the j 
authority.

Parents’ body 
keeps schools 
closed today 


TV, radio, 
power cuts 

tomorrow

Radio, television and telex ser- 
vices will be suspended tomorrow 
morning and serious disruptions in 
electric power supplies may be ex- 
pected because of two labour dis- 
putes. 

The postal engineers yesterday 
decided to black out electronic 
communications tomorrow morning 
and for three days next week after 
negotiations with the government 
over the establishment of a public 
■telecommunications company once 
again deadlocked. 

The engineers’ committee 
declared a labour dispute and an- 
nounced that “explanatory 
meetings" would be held all over 
the country tomorrow morning. 
They added that the engineers 
would go on collective leave next 
Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday. 
They have also threatened a general 
strike in two weeks. 

With an independent telecom- 
munications company now unlikely 
to be set up before the end of the 
year, said works committee 
chairman Yehezkiel Shefer, the 
engineers are demanding bonuses 
for having achieved a rise of about 
40 per cent in output over the last 
two years. They are also demanding 
that the cutbacks in manpower, 
which has contracted by nearly 12 
per cent since 1979, be stopped. 

Director-General of the Com- 
munications Ministry Gideon Lev 
said last night the workers had 
received overtime payments and 
bonuses for increasing output and 
would not be given any more, ex- 
cept in the framework of the new 
company.

Israel arms sales 
denied by Peking 

PEKING (AP). — Allegations that 
China purchases weapons from 
Israet “are fabrications pure and 
simple,” the official English- 
language magazine Peking Review, 
said yesterday. 

As to the possibility of China 
recognizing Israel, the magazine 
said, “The Chinese government will 
have nothing to do with Israel as 
long as it occupies Arab territory 
and denies the Palestinian people 
their national rights. The Israeli 
authorities must abandon their 
policy of aggression against the 
Arab countries. Only in this way can 
they have a future,” it said in a 
question -and -answer column.

TEL AVIV. — All the country’s 
kindergartens and schools will 
remain shut today in line with 
the National Parents Associa- 
tion decision to keep children at 
home, and the school system 
may remain closed indefinitely 
as the teachers continue their 
protest against government 
footdragging over their pay 
claims. 

A number of local parents com- 
mittees, in Herzliya, Kiryat Sbmona 
and other localities, yesterday an- 
nounced that they would not abide 
by the national association's deci- 
sion, prompted by solidarity with 
the teachers, and would send their 
children to school. 

But the teachers union leaders 
last night nipped this incipient 
parental “revolt” in the bud by an- 
nouncing that the teachers would 
strike in those areas in which 
parents decided to reject the 
national association's decision. 
Teachers will not show up at any 
schools today. 

Special education schools will re- 
main open today. 

The Education Ministry 
spokesman yesterday expressed 
“surprise” at the parents associa- 
tion decision to strike the schools in 
sympathy with the teachers' strug- 
gle- 

There was no progress yesterday 
regarding the Agreed Arbitration 
Board’s review of the unsigned 
government-teachers pay hike 
agreement reached three-weeks 
ago, • which the Treasury and 
Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir 
maintain is in breach of the national 
pay agreement. 

The board has asked the teachers 
to submit their arguments in favour 
of the agreement, but the teachers 
have so far not replied, and are like- 
ly to decline the invitation. The 
teachers have consistently main- 
tained that they view the agreement 
giving them a 7.65 per cent pay hike 
retroactive to September 1980 and 
defined as "wage erosion compen- 
sation,” as “final and nonr 
negotiable." 


The legal advisers of the teachers 
unions will, however, discuss today 
whether the teachers should res- 
pond to the Arbitration Board' s in- 
vitation. 

Education Minister Zevuiun 
Hammer, who 10 days ago failed to 
persuade the cabinet to endorse and 
implement the pay agreement, is 
awaiting the board's decision — ex- 
pected to go against the teachers. 
Only then will he submit his 
proposal that the pay hike be 
awarded the teachers but in the 
form of a start to the implementa- 
tion of the Etrioni Commission 
recommendations rather than as 
“erosion compensation”. 

The leaders of the Histadrut 
Teachers Union and the Secondary 
School Teachers Association, ex- 
asperated by the three-year delayin’ 
obtaining a pay rise, will meet this 
morning to decide on their future 
course of action. Some leaders 
favour starting an open-ended strike 
from tomorrow morning. Others, 
fearing the government will dock 
their wages, prefer resuming the 
type of half-day sanctions adopted 
in all kindergartens and schools last 
week. 

The unions, it has been learned, 
are likely to “reverse” last week's 
sanctions starting tomorrow until 
further notice. This means that 
kindergartens through third grade 
will start school at 10.30 a.m. and 
end their day at noon or I p.m., and 
all grades above that will start at 8 
a.m. and be sent home at 10.30 a.m. 

Many parents found the half-day 
sanctions more rustrating and dis- 
ruptive than a full strike. 

Histadrut Secretary-General 
Yerubr.m Mcihe! yesterday lashed 
out at Finance Minister Yorara 
Aridor for “driving the teachers to 
extremes which may undermine the 
school system.” 

Speaking before an assembly of 
working mothers in Tel Aviv, 
Mesh el called upon the parents to 
begin protest sanctions and 
demonstrations to force the govern- 
ment to implement the wage agree- 
ment with Lhe teachers. Implemen- 
tation of the agreement was stymied 
when Aridor intervened in the sign- 
ing ceremony and asked Zamir to 
study it to make sure it is not in

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Rafi and Dayan likely 
to vie for same voters

TEL AVIV. — Rafi will contest the 
Knesset elections even if the 
proposed partnership between Rafi 
leader Yigaei Hurviiz and Moshe 
Dayan falls through. 

This was reported to The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday by reliable 
Rafi sources who are growing in- 
creasingly pessimistic about the 
possibility of joining Dayan's new 
Movement of National Renewal. 
The Party will probably be known 
as Telem, the Hebrew acronym for 
Hatnua Le'hiihadshut Mamladuit. 

However, even the most loyal 
party members say that the outlook 
for Rafi is extremely grim. It is 
acknowledged that Rafi would have 
to compete with the Dayan list for 
much of the same electorate. Party 
activists, most of them loyal to 
Dayan until his laLest disagreements 
with Hurviiz. do not relish com- 
peting against his presumed vote- 
getting capabilities. 

At the same time there are op- 
timistic voices in Rafi who say that 
Dayan will soon conclude that he is 
far more dependent on Rafi’s 
organizational framework, than the 
party is dependent on him. Others 
in Rafi discount broad hints from 
the Dayan camp that he plans to an- 
nounce' his candidacy even if Hur- 
vitz does not join him. These 
sources say that Dayan may yet sur- 


prise everyone and announce that in 
view of the friction surrounding the 
establishment of his new list, he has 
decided to stay home. 

Dayan is expected to make his 
decision public on April 2. Sources 
dose to him insist that he is willing 
to run without Hurviiz and that he 
has made up his mind to enter the 
Knesset race. These sources also ex- 
pect that an announcement of the 
new party without Hurvitz would 
prompt former defence minister 
Ezer Weizman to enter the list. As 
long as the hawkish Hurvitz is runn- 
ing with Dayan, Weizman, a 
moderate on foreign policy issues, is 
not considered a likely running 
mate. 

Weizman however, quashed such 
speculation yesterday, saying he 
had no intention of joining any 
party in this campaign. But sources 
close to Dayan are persistently say- 
ing that Weizman's closest political 
cronies have been in constant touch 
with Dayan in recent weeks, and 
that Dayan's readiness to dump 
Hurvitz is connected to Weizman's 
availability. 

Rafi’s third MK, Yitzhak Peretz 
indicated yesterday that he will side 
with Hurvitz. He said that like Hur- 
viiz, he does not accept Dayan's 
platform on Jerusalem and 
autonomy, or Dayan’s insistence 
that Rafi cease to exist as an in- 
dependent bloc inside the new 
party.

Meanwhile, the Education 
Ministry has set up a strike team to 
arrange activities in the event that 
the teachers begin a full open-ended 
strike. These would include movie 
and theatre programmes in the 
mornings, the activation of study 
and recreation circles in community 
centres, and special broadcasts on 
educational TV. The ministry is also 
studying the effects of a possible 
strike on bagrut (matriculation) ex- 
aminations. 

Israel's other educational disDute, 
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Dundee mayor agrees to lower FLO flag 


DUNDEE, Scotland (AP). — The 
Lord Provost, or mayor, of Dundee 
urged the city council on Sunday to 
take down a PLO flag over the 
council chamber after anti-Semitic 
slogans were daubed on a syn- 
agogue. 

The move by Mayor James 
Gowans came as 400 British Jews 
staged a protest meeting in the city 
and declared Dundee's civic links 
with the Palestinians would lead to 
anti-Semitism. 

Greville Janner, a Jewish member 
of Parliament and president of the 
Board of Deputies of British Jews, 
led the protest and declared the 
Dundee city council's action in dis- 
playing the PLO banner was "an 
anti-Semitic outrage.” 


The PLO flag was raised here 
after Dundee, Scotland's fourth 
largest city, "twinned” with Nablus 
in the West Bank last November. 
Dundee is also twinned with Alex- 
andria, Virginia; Orleans, France; 
and Wurzburg, West Germany. 

Janner took Gowans to see the 
desecrated synagogue and told him: 
"When you twin a city with an 
organization of terror and hang up 
its flag, you’re creating a climate of 
hatred.” 


The protest came shortly before 
Gowans was scheduled to head a 
civic delegation to Nablus. The con- 
troversial flag was presented to the 
city by the mayor of Nablus, Bas- 
sam Shak’a. 


Shark washed ashore 
south of Eilat 


Schmidt’s party loses 


EILAT (Itim). — Children swimm- 
ing at the Fjord, just south of here, 
encountered a shark on Sunday. 
But fortunately the shark, weighing 
about 70 kilos and measuring more 
than a metre long, had been wasbed 
ashore dead. 

The shark’s body was whole and, 
except for a slight bruise on its 
head, bore no unusual marks. How 
the creature died has not yet been 
determined.

FRANKFURT (UPI). — The 
Christian Democrats retained their 
hold on large cities in .the West 
German state of Hesse in municipal 
elections on Sunday, final returns 
showed yesterday. 

The party, which is in opposition - 
in the federal parliament in Bonn, 
defeated Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt’s Social Democrats in four 
of the five biggest cities — Frankfurt, 
Wiesbaden, Darmstadt and Offen- 
bach. 

The election had no bearing on 
parliament, but it was said by the 
Social Democrats themselves to 
reflect voters’ hostility to the fac- 
tion rows in the Bonn coalition.

According to the police, the two 
Israelis took some 5100,000 in 
jewelry from the apartment. Derhi 
himseif had .been in the apartment 
twice in the previous two weeks to 
install mirrors as an employee of a 
glass company..

Israelis believe iii the courts 
but unsatisfied with police

TEL AVIV. — Most members of the 
public find the police wanting in 
their protection of civil rights with a 
large majority holding that compen- 
sation should be paid to persons ar- 
rested by police but not brought Lo 
trial. A simitar majority believes 
that Israeli taw courts do, however, 
mete justice. 

These findings emerge From the 
latest Jerusalem Post poll conducted 
by the Modi'in Ezrahi applied 
research centre among a represen- 
tative. selection of 1,285 adults. 

When asked; “in your opinion do 
the police properly protect civil 
rights?”, 24.2 per cent replied yes; 
33.5 per cent yes, but only partly; 39 
per cent not at all; and 3.3 per cent 
were, undecided. 

The above daLa shows that nearly 
two-fifths of the respondents did not 
think the police protected civil 
rights, while another third gave a 
grudging “yes, partly" reply. Only 
one-quarter gave a positive 
response. Predominant -among 
those who found the police, par- 
ticularly lacking were the poor and 


the elderly. — those most 
vulnerable to crime and violence. 

When asked whether a person ar- 
rested but not brought to trial 
should be compensated financially 
— 62.5 per cent said yes; 32.7 per 
cent said no: with 4.8 per cent don't 
knows. An analysis of the socio- 
demographic characteristics of 
those favouring compensation 
shows greatest support higher up 
the income and educational scales. 
The better-off were more con- 
cerned about police abuse of civil 
liberties. 

The final question, seeking public 
evaluation of Israel's legal system, 
elicited a highly positive response. 
Some 62. i per cent declared that 
Israel's courts of law handed down 
just verdicts, 27.8 per cent thought 
they did not. and another 10. 1 per 
cent were undecided. The minority 
which felt that justice was not dis- 
pensed included members of the 
public influenced by questions per- 
taining to the alleged miscarriage of 
justice in the Rahei Heller murder 
case. This minority consisted mainly 
of those at the lower end of the 
socio-economic scale. 


Mass ‘yerida’ among young doctors 


AFULA (Itim). — Some 90 per cent 
of the first graduating class of Tel 
Aviv University's Medical School 
have left Israel and are practising 
abroad, Afula Hospital director 
Shlomo Antebi told reporters 
yesterday. 

Antebi, a graduate of that first 


class of 1967, said that only five of 
the 45 graduates are still living in 
Israel. He explained that young 
doctors in Israel find it difficult to 
obtain senior posts in local hospitals 
and must usually wait for advance- 
ment until their department heads 
retire at 65.

19-part series on 
the history of the Yishuv that will be 
aimed at fifth through seventh 
grades. The series, produced by the 
Education Ministry and 
Educational TV, is aimed at increas- 
ing the pupil's feeiing of belonging 
to the country.

The ministry will 
recommend that teachers devote 
four hours of discussion in class to 
each section.

Syria rejects request 
to extradite hijackers

DAMASCUS (AP). — The Syrian 
government has refused to hand 
over the three hijackers of a 
Pakistani airliner to stand triaJ for 
murder, as requested by Pakistani 
President Mohammed Zia ul-Haq. a 
Syrian official said yesterday. 

However, the Syrians seemed 
likely to comply with a U.S. request 
for the extradition on drug charges 
or an American who was held 
hostage by the hijackers for 1 3 days, 
observers said. 

Zia told reporters at Islamabad 
airport on Sunday that he had asked 
Syria's government to return the 
trio to stand trial for air piracy and 
for the murder of Pakistani 
diplomat Tariq Rahim, who was ex- 
ecuted on March 6 while the plane 
was in Kabul. 

"The hijackers will not be ex- 
tradited because there is no agree- 
ment for the extradition of criminals 
between the two countries,” said a 
Syrian official, who declined to be 
identified. 

The hijackers, along with 54 
Pakistani political prisoners 
released in exchange for the hostage 
passengers and Crew, have been 
staying at the Damascus Airport 
Hotel since the ordeal ended. 

Syrian officials have said that un- 
der an agreement between Syrian 
President Hafez .Assad and Zia, the 
hijackers were granted a “tem- 
porary stay” in the country until 
they could find refuge in a third 
country. The released prisoners 


were granted full political asylum by 
Syria. 

The American, Craig Clymore of 
Laguna Hills, California, is current- 
ly being held in a Syrian jail. He has 
been indicted in the U.S. on charges 
that he conspired to smuggle 
hashish and heroin into the U.S. 
from Pakistan and Afghanistan. 

Also in jail was the only other 
freed hostage to remain in Syria 
after the three hijackers sur- 
rendered on March 14 and freed 
10 1 captives 'held in the second- 
longest hijacking in aviation history. 

Diplomatic sources said that the 
man, tentatively identified as 
Lawrence Lome, who escaped a 
Canadian prison in 1976 while serv- 
ing a sentence on a narcotics con- 
viction, had been ordered turned 
over to Canadian authorities by a 
Syrian civil court judge. 

Dissident trial begins 

MOSCOW (UPl). — Tatyana 
Osipova will go on trial for 
propaganda and anti-Soviet agita- 
tion today, her husband told Western 
correspondents yesterday. 

Mrs. Osipova, 27, is a member of 
the Soviet dissident group monitor- 
ing official observance of the 
Helsinki accords. The computer 
specialist was arrested on May 27, 
1980. by the KGB secret police 
after a search of the Moscow apart- 
ment she shared with her husband. 
Ivan Kovalev. 


KBG stole 
my papers 

—Sakharov 

MOSCOW. — Nobel peace 
laureate Andrei Sakharov yesterday 
accused the KGB security police of 
stealing scientific notes and a 
manuscript for his autobiography 
from the apartment where he lives 
in exile in the city of Gorky. 

The dissident scientist .made the 
accusation in a typewritten state- 
ment handed to Western correspon- 
dents in Moscow by his wife Yelena, 
who travelled to Lhe capital at the 
weekend from Gorky. 

Sakharov was exiled from 
Moscow to Gorky, closed to 
foreigners, in January 1980, and all 
communication with the outside 
world is through his wife. 

She said that his manuscripts, his 
personal diary, letters from his 
children and his grandchildren, as 
well as numerous scientific docu- 
ments necessary for his research, 
were seized by the agents. 

Sakharov said in his statement 
that the theft occurred on March 
13. when he and his wife were out. 
On their return, they discovered 
that a bag containing the papers 
was missing. 

Sakharov has accused the 
authorities in the past of stealing 
documents from his home. His 
latest statement said: “This most re- 
cent theft by the KGB shows their 
determination to rob me of my 
memories, my thoughts, and of 
every prospect of an intellectual 
life, even in isolation." (AP, Reuter)

Thatcher orders probe on super-spy revelation 


LONDON (UPl). — 1 Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher yesterday called 
for a lull report on a London new- 
spaper story alleging that Sir Roger 
Hollis, a former head of Britain's 
counter-espionage service, may 
have been a Soviet agent for 30‘ 
years, officials said. 

The copyright report by the 
London Daily Maifs security affairs 
specialist Chapman Pincher said 
Hollis, head of Mf5 from 1956 to 
1965 “is feared" to have been an 
agent of the Soviet secret-service, 
the KGB. 

Pincher will expand the allega- 
tions against Hollis in a book to be 
published this week entitled Their 
Trade Is Treachery . 

Hollis retired in 1965 and died in 
1973. 

Soon after he retired, Hollis faced 
a rigorous 48-hour inquiry by MIS 
officials covering the 30 years dur- 
ing which he stood “either near or 
at the top” of the counter- 
intelligence service, Pincher said. 


Hollis "never cracked though his 
answers to questions were regarded 
as unsatisfactory," Pincher said: 

In 1974, a top civil servant. Lord 
Trend, was recalled from retirement 
to conduct a secret-inquiry on Hol- 
lis. Trend concluded there was a 
strong case that MI5 had beeii in- 
filtrated and he named Hollis, as a 
likely suspect, The Mail story said. 

Trend's report said Hollis had 
■consistently frustrated efforts by 
loyal M15 officers investigating - 
Communist infiltration of Britain's 
secret service. Trend recommended 
the case against Hollis should be left 
open pending further possible 
evidence — such as might be 
provided by a defecting KGB agent. 

Hollis, the son of an Anglican 
bishop, joined M.I5 in 1939 and 
became acting head of Section "F, 
overseeing Communist operations- 
in Britain and the Commonwealth. 
'He served for several years as 
deputy director general of MI5 


before becoming director generaL 
He was knighted in I960. 

Members of Hollis! family said 
they were “shattered." , 

His. daughter-in-law Margaret 
Hollis said, “there are no grounds 
for this. The family is shattered and 
greatly distressed. Particularly as he 
is unable to answer.” 

His son, Adrian, an Oxford 
University lecturer, said “I am stun- 
ned". 

Pincher offered no direct attribu- 
tion for his report on Hollis but 
repeatedly referred to “loyal M15 
officers" throughout the four-page 
article. 

B ritain’s intelligence establish- 
ment has been shaken by a series of 
security scandals since World War 
II. Thatcher was forced to admit in 
the House of Co’mmons in 
November. 1979, that Anthony 
Blunt, a former MI5 operative and 
Queen Elizabeth II's art historian, 
had been a Soviet double agent. 


Danish group vows to fight 
against neo-Nazi resurgence 


COPENHAGEN (AP). — Veterans 
of Denmark's World War II 
resistance fight were poised for bat- 
tle yesterday against what has been 
called the neo-Nazis' recruitment 
centre for Europe — a post office 
box in Aarhus, Denmark’s second- 
largest city. 

Former members of Denmark's 
underground resistance to Nazi oc- 
cupation, called Veterans of the 
Freedom Fight, announced they 
had formed a committee to support 
the efforts of the Vienna-based Nazi 
war criminal hunter, Simon 
Wiese nlhal. 

WiesenthaJ told the Associated 
Press that he informed the veterans 
and Denmark's minister of the in- 
terior that the neo-Nazi organiza- 
tion called the' World Union of 
National Socialists, based in 
Arlington, Virginia, was recruiting 
its European members through a 
post office box in Aarfius. 

He said that the people behind 
the Aarhus address — given as Post 
Office Box 449, 8100 Aarhus. Den- 
mark — were shipping material, in- 
cluding membership application 
forms, from the American Nazi 
Party to contacts throughout 
Europe. 

The post office box has been the 


object of several police investiga- 
tions over the past decade and its 
owner was then identified as Povl 
Heinrich Riis-Knudsen, an admit- 
ted neo-Nazi. 

In 1979, Riis-Knudsen, a former 
professor of modem history at 
Aarhus University, and a hospital' 
physician, Hans Krog Petersen, 
were detained by police for 24 hours 
on a request from West German 
authorities, who complained that 
neo-Nazi material was being mailed 
to the Federal Republic from the 
Aarhus address. 

The two were released, however, 
because police failed to uncover 
any materia] violating Denmark’s 
very specific laws against race dis- 
crimination. 

But Denmark’s resistance 
veterans vowed at their annual 
meeting on Sunday to fight neo- 
Nazism and what it called the recent 
rise of anti-Semitism in Europe. The 
group formed a committee with the 
double purpose of trying to identify 
people involved in the suspected 
European Nazi connection, and to 
beef up an anti-Nazi information 
campaign aimed at people too 
young to remember the rise of 
Nazism in Germany during the 
1930s. 


EEC approves partial aid 
as Zimbabwe seeks $2b. 


BRUSSELS. — The European 
Economic Community (EEC) has 
approved aid totalling almost SI 8 
million for six development projects 
in Zimbabwe, the EEC Commission 
announced here yesterday. 

In a statement, the commission 
said the aid wfll partly be used to 
upgrade abandoned land and for 
rural clinics. The total cost of the six 
projects amounts to about S109.8ra. 
Of this, the EEC will pay 16 per 
cent, Britain 38 per cent and Zim- 
babwe 46 per cent, the statement 
said. 

In Salisbury, the following 
pledges were made yesterday to the 
Zimbabwe government by delegates 
to the five-day conference on 
reconstruction and development. 
Canada — S2.4ra. for reconstruc- 
tion of the war-torn economy and 
rehabilitation of refugees; Kuwait 
— $54m. for railway reconstruction, 
land resettlement and development, 
agricultural technical assistance and 
the improvement of roads. 

The conference, aimed at raising 
S2b. for Zimbabwe’s postwar 
revival, opened yesterday amid 


reports of renewed factional 
bloodletting. .J? ' 

A military statement said three 
soldiers from the new national army 
had been killed in a weekend inci- 
dent at Mashumbi Pools, a remote 
agricultural area in the humid 
Zambesi valley where 3,000 of 
minority coalition leader Joshua 
Nkomo's ZIPRA guerrillas are 
quartered. 

Military sources said the soldiers, 
two blacks and one white, had been 
ambushed, marched into the bush 
and lolled last Saturday in the first 
such incident since last month's 
fighting around Bulawayo. 

News of the killings reached 
Salisbury as Prime Minister Robert 
Mugabe, seeking a big injection of 
aid, told conference delegates: “We 
are now at peace ... Whilst they may 
not have yet been turned into 
ploughshares, the swords of war 
have been rendered blunt and the 
guns silent/ 1 

Mugabe’s government wants 
funds to repair war damage and buy 
white-owned land, for the resettle- 1 
merit of peasant farmers.

Ex-Nazi says he 
toed to save Jews 

HAMBURG (UPl). Nazi muni- 
tions minister Albert Speer says he 
tried to save thousands of Jews From 
the gas chambers by making them 
forced labourers. 

Speer, who was perhaps Adoif 
Hitler's 'only real male friend, sheds 
light on the Nazi era in a new book 
called “The Slave State” (Der 
Sfdavensiaai). A report on the book 
appeared yesterday in the West 
German news magazine Der 
Spiegel. 

Speer, 76. grants that his mam 
motive in saving Jews, was to get 
labour for the Nazi war machine. 

The magazine said he is too intel- 
ligent to have stood up to SS Chief 
Heinrich Himmler to save Jews. 
“Only very carefully did my 
ministry attempt to improve the lot 
of Jews, and surely it often took 
place only to keep their labour out- 
put,” Speer writes in his book. - 

Thousands of- Jews were given a 
tiny chance of escaping the mass 
murtfer.thc Spiegel said. But only a 
few escaped because of the deter- 
mination of the leaders of the SS, 
the Nazi elite force, to carry out the 
■ extermination campaign. 

In 1946 Speer was convicted by 
the international military tribunal at 
Nuremberg and he served 20 years 
in West Berlin’s four-power war 
crimes prison. 

Cattle disease may be 
under control in Britain 

LONDON (UPl). — The slaughter 
of hundreds of cattle and pigs on 
three Isle of Wight farms may have 
checked the spread of the virulent 
hoof-and-mouth disease, according 
to- veterinarians and Ministry of 
Agriculture experts. No new out- 
breaks were reported yesterday. 

But ministry experts were keep- 
ing a dose watch on the island and 
large areas of nearby Hampshire 
County, and restrictions on the 
movement of cattle and pigs are still 
in force. 

Scientists believe the present out-, 
break — Britain’s first in 13 years — 
originated with a virus from 
northern France where a case of 
hoof-and-mouth disease was 
reported yesterday. They think, 
winds or birds may have carried the 
virus to the island. 

. During the last outbreak in Bri- 
taiirin 1968, more than 450,000 cat- 
tle, sheep and' pigs were destroyed, 
and the government paid out £27m. 
(IS546:3m) in compensation. 

ROUND-UP. — Turkish security 
forces yesterday rounded up 31 
suspected Kurdish separatists after 
the arrests of 46 alleged members of 
the same group Sunday.

Mends the Fences 
South of the Border 

With the change of Administration 
in Washington, Argentina has moved 
from an arms-Iength relationship with 
the United States to a handshake. 
President Reagan last week warmly 
received Gen. Roberto Viola, who will 
become Argentine President next Sun- 
day, and extended “my best wishes for 
his tenure." Secretary of State Alexan- 
der M. Haig Jr. said the Administra- 
tion was considering asking Congress 
to lift a three-year-old ban on military 
aid to Argentina, imposed in response 
to systematic human rights abuses. 

For his part. General Viola told Con- 
gress that his Government would try 
harder to confirm the identity and fate 
of 6,000 Argentines who have “disap- 
peared ” in military custody since 1976. 

While the Reagan Administration 
would hardly object to an improve- 
ment in the junta's human rights 
record, the emphasis in its policy to- 
ward Argentina and Latin America's 
other military dictatorships has been 
on blunting a perceived Soviet bloc 
threat to hemispheric security. For 
that reason, the United States was pre- 
pared in Geneva last month to vote 
with Argentina and against Western 
Europeans to prevent further delving 
into Argentine human rights abuses by

The Imam Speaks, 
But Is Not Obeyed 

Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini, the 
constitutional deus ex machina of 
Iran's Islamic republic, descended 
last week into the midst of his coun- 
try’s cutthroat politics, but even he 
could not impose an instant truce. 

He first called together Iran's Presi- 
dent, Abolhassan Bad -Sadr, and sev- 
eral of his bitter Islamic fundamental- 
ist foes, led by Prime Minister Mo- 
hammed All Rajai. Afterward, he de- 
creed that a three-man reconciliation 
committee would settle their disputes 
and, because the latest venemous ex- 
changes were couched off by clashes at 
a Bani-Sadr rally, he banned public 
speeches by politicians for the dura- 
tion of the war with Iraq. 

Later it was reported that Ayatollah 
Khomeini probably Would remove 
three members from the country’s Su- 
preme Defense Council, including 
Hojatollslam Hashemi Rafsanjanl, the 
Speaker of Parliament and a leading 
member of the ruling Islamic Republi- 
can Party. Mr. Bani-Sadr heads the 
defense council and the change would 
strengthen his hand. 

Finally, the Ayatollah brought to- 
gether at his Teheran home 270 mem- 
bers of Parliament, all but a dozen of 
them Islamic Republicans, to admon- 
ish them against power-grabbing and 
to warn of growing “instability” in 
Iran But his ban on public speeches 
already seemed to have been violated 
with impunity. In a radio speech, Aya- 
tollah Moussavi Ardabeli. Iran's 
Prosecutor General and an Islamic 
Republican, said a criminal investiga- 
tion of Mr. Bani-Sadr for abuse of of- 
fice would continue. And in a strange 
aside, he said that “even the Imam 
himself’ was not above the law. 


March on Managua 
Begins in Florida 

The Federal Neutrality Act prohib- 
its conspiracies against any country 
with which the United States is not at 
war. but 'that has not stopped Cuban 


exiles trom training here for two dec- 
ades to overthrow Fidel Castro. Now' 
the Cubans have been joined by exiles 
with a fresher grievance — the revolu- 
tion that overthrew Nicaragua's 
Somoza dictatorship 18 months ago. 

A Nicaraguan commando inter- 
viewed last week at a camp in the 
Florida bush said that 600 Nicara- 
guans, mostly former members of his 
country's defeated National Guard, 
were training in the United States. 
“The hour of our return is approach- 
ing.” he said, “but we can't say 
when.” He wouldn't say who was sup- 
plying arms to the exiles, though he 
said Chile, Uruguay, El Salvador, 
Guatemala and Honduras were giving 
moral support. Central Intelligence 
Agency sources said some agency 
members would also like to work more 
closely with the exile groups. 

The commando said he and his com- 
rades were not out to restore the 
Somoza dictatorship (Anastasio 
Somoza Debay le was assassinated in 
Paraguay in September) but to "vindi- 
cate the rights of Nicaraguans who got 
rid of a dictatorial regime to get a 
democratic, representative regime’’ 
but “were deceived.” 

Pressing another Latin cause on for- 
eign soil, terrorists who claimed to be 
allied with El Salvador's leftist guer- 
rillas last week fired rockets at a van 
carrying United States Marines to 
guard duty at the American Embassy 
in Costa Rica. Three Marines and two 
other passengers were wounded. 

The United States Embassy in El 
Salvador was also fired upon, although 
no one was injured. Representative 
Clarence D. Long, a Maryland Demo- 
crat who visited El Salvador last 
week, said both incidents supported 
his view that 54 United States military 
advisers should be withdrawn. The Ad- 
ministration said Friday that 18 of the 
advisers would come home by July 
after completing their assignments. 


Colombia’s M-1 9 
Runs Out of Luck 

One year ago, Colombian guerrillas 
of the tactically unorthodox and ideo- 
logically murky group known as M-19 
were in the midst of a two-month occu- 
pation of the Dominican Embassy in 
Bogotd, demanding the release of hun- 
dreds of jailed comrades as ransom 
for diplomat hostages. They lost that 
demand but got the Government to let 
outsiders monitor guerrilla trials. 
Then, fingers raised high in victory 
V's, they flew off to a hero's welcome 
in Havana. The next step, their "Com- 
m andante Uno" said on departure 
from Bogota airport, was “to return to 
Colombia and continue our struggle." 

Tti^.teturnedT. bin; thefc^craggle 
didn't last very long. Last week, the 
Colombian Government announced 
that it had killed 19 guerrillas and cap- 
tured 74 others including Comman- 
dante Uno, whose real name is Rosem- 
berg Pabdn Pabon, and other guerrilla 
leaders. The army cornered them in 
the hills near the Ecuadorian border 
after the guerrillas had seized Mocoa, 
a town of 20,000 inhabitants, held up 
two banks and killed three people, in- 
cluding the local chief of police. 

The largest guerrilla group in Co- 
lombia is the Communist-supported 
Revolutionary Armed Forces. M-19 
takes its name from elections April 19, 
1970 that were narrowly lost by Gen. 
Gustavo Rojas Pinilla, a populist 
dictator. Its members have generally 
been disaffected members of the elite 
— students, doctors, lawyers and pro- 
fessors; Co mm andante Uno is a for- 
mer professor of social sciences. 


Review on Africa 
Doesn’t Stop Action 

Unmasked as having entered the 
United States with phony visas, five 
South African military intelligence 
officers quietly flew home last week. 
But not before they had been received 
on Capitol Hill, at the National Se- 
curity Council and the Pentagon. 

Whether influenced by the South 
African visitors or not, Secretary of 
State Alexander M. Haig Jr. asked 
Congress several days later to repeal 
legislation banning United States aid 
to anti -Co mm uni st guerrillas in Ango- 
la. Then on Friday, the Administration 
suspended food aid to Mozambique in 
retaliation for the expulsion of six 
Americans at the alleged instigation of 
Cuba. All this came even as Admistra- 
tion officials said they were still “re- 
viewing" Africa policy. 

But black • Africans had heard 
enough. President Shehu Shagari of 
Nigeria warned that arming Angolan 
rebels "would be In defiance ^nct only 
of Angola but of all Africa." “Ex- 
tremely repugnant," said Zimbabwe's 
Prime Minister Robert Mugabe. . 

Black Africans fear such aid could 
sabotage a painstakingly negotiated 
plan to bring Independence and black 
majority rule to South-West Africa, 
the South African-controlled territory 
also known as Namibia. Angola was 
instrumental In getting Namibian 
guerrillas to agree to the plan; five 
Western governments, including the 
Carter Administration, had pressured 
South Africa to accept. But South Af- 
rica has been stalling; no movement is 
expected i.t least until elections there 
April 29.

Church in Salvador Now 
Follows the Middle Path 


By EDWARD SCHUMACHER 

SAN SALVADOR — One year ago Tuesday, Arch- 
bishop Oscar Amulfo Romero was delivering a 
homily at a funeral mass when he was shot and killed 
by an unidentified gunman. The archbishop, a hum- 
ble and qourageous man, had been a harsh critic of 
Government repression. His assassination, presum- 
ably by the right, outraged the world, galvanized the 
Salvadoran left and appeared to commit the coun- 
try’s Roman Catholic Church to the path of revolu- 
tion. 

On Tuesday, special commemorative masses will 
be celebrated for him around the country. His 
church, however, has turned down another path. 

Under his close friend and former mentor, Msgr. 
Arturo Rivera y Damas, the church has moved to a 
centrist position in the civil war between the Govern- 
ment and the guerrillas. 

The shift is having profound consequences. It has

“Although a large portion of the 
public admires the dedication, the ideals and the sac- 
rifices of many leftist youths," he said a couple of 
months ago, “it is nevertheless evident that a ma- 
jority of the population does not support solutions 
based on violence that injure the family, endanger 
lives and destroy the common patrimony." 

He expounded on this belief in a recent interview, 
saying that the guerrillas had lost support “because 
the people saw that they tended toward the conquest 
of power for its own sake. " 

He said Government reforms in the past year, 
redistributing some land and partly nationalizing the 
banks and the export sector, had in fact been de- 
mands of the leftist opposition, the Democratic Revo- 
lutionary Front He credits President Duarte with 
having partly “converted" the military to tolerate 
the reforms and to begin curbing right-wing assassi- 
nations.

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Peking Disarray Makes 
A Threat, Not a Promise

PEKING — With great fanfare, the Chinese Gov- 
ernment last year began holding what it said were 
the first free and democratic county-level elections 
since the Communists came to power in 1949. Anyone 
nominated and seconded by three voters could run. 
Voting would be by secret ballot. And, the Govern- 
ment promised, there could be many more candi- 
dates than positions in China’s 2,757 counties and 
equivalent constituencies — in other words, a choice. 

By the end of the year, about 70 percent of the coun- 
ties had held “real democratic elections," Cheng 
Zihua, the Minister of Civil Affairs, declared two 
weeks ago. But, he told a session of the National Peo- 
ple's Congress Standing Committee, there were diffi- 
culties. Some people “with a desire to stir up trouble 
everywhere” had misinterpreted free elections to 
mean they could campaign against the Communist 
Party. -Imagine that, he intoned, adding chat such 
“anarchism ajgi extreme individualism” was noth- 
ing but an effort fo“destroy stability and unity.” The 
elections would continue, he said, but with last year’s 
“errors" corrected -— meaning that the voting would 
be less free. 

Like Democracy'Wall, this experiment in free ex- 
pression appears to have fallen victim to a crisis of 
confidence within the party leadership, pespite re- 
cent assertions by Deputy Chairman Deng Xiaoping 
that China is more stable and united than it has been 
in decades, the 38-miIlion-iii ember party continues to 
show signs of serious disarray. Last week, the party 
newspaper, The People’s Daily, published a front- 
page article that both downgraded Mao Zedong as 
only one of dozens of outstanding Chinese leaders 
(among them Confucius and Genghis Khan) and at 
the same time excused his Cultural Revolution as one 
of the inevitable “twists and reversals" in building a 
nation. The article appeared to be a part of a concili- 
ation campaign that has followed a far-ranging 
crackdown on individual initiative. 

• After trumpeting the virtues of economic incen- 
tives which, by definition, involve self-interest, the 
Government canceled many of these programs and 
opened a propaganda campaign against selfishness 
and the pursuit of material rewards.

The xenophobia says a good deal' about distrust of 
the Reagan Administration and even more about 
Spanish uncertainty over whether they are authentic 
Western Europeans. Reflecting the ambivalence, 
news pap ers such as El Pais have managed, in the 
same breath, to accuse the United States of being 
cool toward Spanish democracy and warning to 
hurry Spain into NATO. 

On the center and toe left, such accusations are 
voiced more in sorrow than in anger, kindled always 
by the memory that toe United States, by signing a 
defense treaty with the Franco dictatorship in 1953, 
stabilized the regime and diminished toe sting of 
Western European ostracism. On the Spanish far 
right, a fierce national pride takes on uglier hues. 
"What does Europe have to say?” asked toe neofas- 
cist daily, El AlcAzar, commenting on a swing by Fe- 
lipe Gonzalez to rally Western European support for 
Spanish democracy. “Would Europe tolerate that we 
should decide what France, Italy, Germany, Bel- 
gium or toe United Kingdom should do? We damn 
this blatant interference, and these much-trumpeted 
'human rights’ about which Europe talks so much!” 

Mr. Haig will step gingerly into this storm on April 
8, when be visits Madrid on Ms way back from toe 
Middle East. It will be his first trip as Secretary of 
State to a Western European nation.

For Forecasters, 
Only the Future Is 
Easy to Live With 

President Reagan took the time on 
his travels to Capitol Hill last week to 
challenge toe Congressional Budget 
Office on its home ground. He used the 
word “phony” (though later be said he 
shouldn’t have) for toe agency’s asser- 
tion that the White House may have 
undercounted 1982 Federal costs by as 
much as $25 billion. “Actually what 
they [the figures) really axe,” the 
President went on, more judiciously, 
“is differing assumptions” about the 
future course of the economy. 

Right. The White House is assuming 
that its tax and budget cuts will make 
things better— including inflation, in- 
terest rates (which are already edging 
down) and unemployment. The Con- 
gressional Budget Office is assuming 
that the White House has overesti- 
mated its programs’ potential effect. 

As for the present, toe week’s eco- 
nomic indicators showed that some 
critical current questions still need an- 
swering. One of them, echoed in a re- 
port from the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade, the 85-nation 
agency that oversees world trade from 
Geneva, is bow strong the United 
States economy actually is. Although 
the Commerce Department’s so-called 
flash estimate of the gross national . 
product last week put current eco- 
nomic growth at a surprisingly robust 
5 percent, drops in construction and 
consumer spending are expected. In 
February, bousing starts were down 25 
percent, while industrial production 
showed its first drop in six months. 
Personal income meanwhile rose a 
mere seven-tenths of I percent. That’s 
the smallest monthly gain since last 
summer and is expected to be well 
below the month’s Consumer Price 
Index, to be released next week. 

The Administration is projecting a 
“sluggish” mid-19Bl. The trouble is, 
the definition of the term ranges from 
mild contraction to mild recession. In. 
either, to take only one consequence. 
Federal unemployment costs go up, 
whereupon certain assumptions go out 
the window. That is not the kind of 
development Democrats normally 
take cheer in. But toe prospect that 
"large future deficits” might be “hid- 
den benind overly optimistic econom- 
ics,” as a Senate Democratic caucus 
contended last week, is not altogether 
unpleasing for them to contemplate. 

Setting a Price on 
Rights Violations 

The case has spanned a full swing or* 
the pendulum.

Again, the Coal 
Mines Smolder 

Labor Secretary Raymond J. Dono- 
van apparently had no specific case in 
mind last week when he recited the 
Republican canon on collective bar- 
gaining — it works best without Gov- 
ernment intervention, goes the theme. 
But a specific case may be soon at 
hand. The United Mine Workers union, 
as accustomed to ritual walkouts as it 
is to Washington’s ritual involvement 
in its negotiations with the Bituminous 
Coal Operators Association, is once 
more headed toward a strike deadline. 

The contract for the 160,000 miners 
wbo dig almost half the nation’s coal 
does not expire until Thursday mid- 
night- But because of the constitu- 
tional peculiarities of the U.M.W., 
ratification of any contract takes at 
■least 10 days, and the union's constitu- 
tion*also codifies the coal field tradi- 
tion of “no contract, no work.” By 
midweek, scattered wildcat strikes in 
West Virginia^ Pennsylvania and Ohio 
had already begun. 

A long strike — the last one, despite 
Federal attempts at mediation, and a 
Carter Administration effort to im- 
pose Taft-Hartley restraints, went 111 
days — is considered as threatening to 
the operators’ security as to toe 
miners’. Their joint share of total an- 
nual tonnage mined has declined from 
70 percent in 1970 to 44 percent last 
year. Among toe stickiest of issues this 
year is a company proposal to pay 
time and a half for Saturday work and 
double time for Sundays, just to keep 
expensive mine equipment going 
seven days a week. No-work-on-Sun- 
day is another U.M.W. tradition, 
closely held.

Keeping the C.I.A. 
Away from Home 

President Reagan is due to issue an 
order within the next few weeks dis- 
closing how much extra leash he wants 
to give toe Central Intelligence Agen- 
cy. Last week, in an apparent attempt 
to douse a controversy over proposals 
urging a much freer hand, drafted by 
officials of toe C.I. A. and other intelli- 
gence agencies, a senior White . House 
aide asserted that his boss wasn't con- 
templating a return to the agency's ted 
ways. What Mr. Reagan will likely an- 
nounce, Presidential counselor Edwin 
Meese 3d said, is a relaxation of some 
restrictions on intelligence operations 
abroad. “We are not going to pur the 
C.LA. into domestic espionage,” he 
asserted, “or the F.B.I. Into foreign in- 
telligence.” 

Earlier in the month, it was reported 
that the intelligence officials had 
■ drafted for Mr. Reagan’s considera- 
tion a kind of spook's dream sheet that 
appeared, among other things, to give 
the C.LA. permission to conduct.cov- 
ert operations on the home fronL Mr. 
Meese, and the Deputy Director of 
Central Intelligence, Adm. Bobby R. 
Inman, in testimony in mid-March, 
downplayed the significance of, the 
draft order and its drafters. Their as- 
surances might or might not have as- 
suaged civil libertarians’ concerns; 
C.I. A. officials, including the general 
counsel of the agency, had a hand in 
toe drafting. 

Protecting civil liberties has been 
one professed concern of Administra- 
tion spokesmen.- Another, given less 
public anentjon,;is^f^tiaKhng.turf.

WiihainjFxentei 5m itouasked 
about proposals for reducing his de- 
partment’s responsibility for monitor- 
ing intelligence activities, said he 
would V certainly anticipate” playing 
a “significant role in the process.” 

Philadelphia in 
A Familiar Fix 

Philadelphia’s public transit work- 
ers are among the quickest in the land 
to hit the bricks. Last weekend, 4,900 
operators and mechanics walked tel 
the job again — for the third time in six 
years — idling the public buses, trol- 
leys and subways and leaving 400,000 
commuters to make do with car pools 
and long-distance bike rides. 

Past disputes have bad a way of 
dragging on; a 1977 strike lasted 44 
days. Last week’s rhetoric suggested 
that the latest strike could last well 
into Spring. “We’re about as close as 
from here to San Franscisco,” said 
Dominic Di Clerico, the president of 
the Transportation Workers Union 
local. An official of the financially 
strapped Southeastern Pennsylvania 
Transportation Authority insisted that 
its best offer “is on the table. ” 

- What caused the strike this time 
wasn't wages. A spokesman for the 
union, whose members earn an aver- 
age of $8.13 an hour, said the authori- 
ty’s offer of 16 percent over the next 
two years was "O.K.” What wasn’t all 
right were proposals by the authority 
to hire part-time workers (forbidden 
under the old contract) and withhold 
certain benefits from new employees 
for as long as 30 months. 

Chicago Stands Pat 

Despite warnings that metropolitan 
Chicago’s public transportation sys- 
tem may go bust by April 1. the au- 
thority's board last week voted to 
delay indefinitely an increase in the 
fare, now 80 cents. Mayor Jane M. 
Byrne, who reportedly influenced a 
number of votes (and who has already 
launched her 1983 re-election cam- 
paign), opposes toe increase — it 
would be the second in less than a year 
— unless toe state first kicks in sub- 
stantial financial assistance. While 
prospects for a state rescue seem 
promising (a short-term loan is one 
possibility), shunting transit aid into 
Illinois cities could be derailed by 
bickering between toe Democra tic- 
controlled state Senate and the Repub- 
lican-run General Assembly. “Don't 
wait for the Legislature to play Santa 
Claus,” one key Republican legislator 
told officials of the authority, not long 
before its board decided to take its 
chances anyway.

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Keynes, Like 
Supply-Side 
Theory, W as 
Hotly Argued

■ - MU H> the frantic groping for an economic 

■mA policy suitable to today's economic prob- 
Iems, it is easy to look back and wish for an- 
other John Maynard Keynes, a Renaissance 
man to whom both the economic problems of the day 
and their solutions were obvious. 

What is often overlooked, however, is that Keyne- 
sianism was not adopted instantaneously, in a clear 
burst of collective insight. It took years of discussion 
and debate and the ascension of a new generation of 
economists for Keynes’s idea of the role of Govern* 
ment spending as the stabilizing factor in the econ- 
omy to take hold. 

Although F ranklin D. Roosevelt’s initiatives, 
particularly the makeshift work relief programs, are 
sometimes taken as examples of Keynesianism, in no 
way did economic policy under F.D.R. reflect a con- 
sistent application of Keynesian doctrine. It was not 
until after World War II, more than a decade after 
tiie theory had made its debut, that the economics 
profession began to embrace it and the American 
Government to practice its tenets. 

Indeed, one lesson to be learned from studying the 
gradual adaptation of Keynesianism is that eco- 
nomic theories often take years to develop and gel* to 
be adopted and tested. As Nobel laureate Paul A. 
Samuelson describes the process, “Economics is like 
the small hand of a dock. You never see it move, but 
it is moving all the time." 

The man who lit the fuse for the revolution that fi- 
nally materialized was a British economist with di- 
verse interests, a mountain climber who aspired to 
run a railway but bad to be content with influencing 
the course of international economic policies. He was 
a risk-taker, known for speculating in the interna- 
tional trade markets, plotting his moves early each 
morning before leaving his bed. He taught at Cam* 
bridge University and advised the British govern- 
ment on economic policy questions; he also married 
a Russian ballerina and was a figure in the Blooms- 
bury group, the arbiters of artistic and intellectual 
taste in the first part of the century 

Government as Balance Wheel 

Many mourned his death from a heart attack in 
1946, at the age of 63, because it cut short his own 
development of his theories, particularly as they ap- 
plied to a more prosperous economy. But he will be 
long remembered for his notion, enunciated during 
the deep world depression of the 1930’s, thate<»- 
nomic troubles werenot self-correcthsgi! ' 

Until then, economic thinking suggested that a sick 
economy would cure itself. Government's only role in 
the interim was to balance the budget, by raising 
taxes and pitting spending. Keynes pointed out that 
such policies could aggravate a depression, rather 
than cure it. His revolutionary prescription, spelled 
out in "The General Theory of Employment, Interest 
and Money” In 1996, called for government to spend 
heavily and cut taxes. Whatever the cost to the 
budget deficit, the economy had to be stimulated out 
of its depression. 

“The concept of the Government as a sector of the 
economy, as a balance wheel, -did not really exist 
until Keynes,” observes Robert L. Heilbroner of the 
New School for Social Research. Even before the 
book was published, Keynes was urging his program 
on the world’s leaders, President Roosevelt among 
them. In a letter printed in The New York Times in 
1933 and aimed at Roosevelt, Keynes said, ”1 lay 
overwhelming emphasis on the increase of national 
purchasing power resulting from government ex- 
penditure which is financed by loans.” He met with 
the President the following year." ”1 didn't under- 
stand one word that man was saying,” Roosevelt is 
said to have gnimbled, though be wrote Felix Frank- 
furter that he lilted Keynes immensely. 

But if Roosevelt was not taken with the Keynesian 
proposals, there were many economists who were, 
particularly at I-Iarvard University, where Alvin H. 
Hansen became a noted interpreter and propagan- 
dist for Keynes. Among his converts were students in 
the Graduate School of Public Administration, who 
took his ideas wi-lh them to Washington, to the Treas- 
ury, the Federal Reserve, the Department of Com- 
merce and other influential posts. 

Keynesian theory also infected a whole generation 
of younger economists, including Mr. Samuelson. 
then a Harvard graduate student. His lucid explana- 
tion of the gospel has been soaked up for decades by 
students studying his best-selling textbook. 

Denunciations on Principle 

Of course, not everyone received Keynesianism 
with open arms. Various individuals and committees 
denounced its principles, including the visiting com- 
mittee responsible for overseeing the economics de- 
partment at Harvard. Still, the movement trickled 
out in other directions, gaining respectability as it 
went. In industry, a couple of top executives and then 
a broader group became Keynesian adherents. 

Signs of Keynesianism also began to emanate from 
Washington. The Employment Act of 1946, for exam- 
ple, turned into law the responsibility of the Govern- 
ment for maintaining strong employment. President 
Eisenhower resorted to a 69.4 billion budget deficit, a 
record in peacetime, to fight the 1958 recession. And 
President Kennedy was pronounced by some to be 
the first truly Keynesian President; his Administra- 
tion used government spending first to correct a re- 
cession and then to spur economic growth. 

But in the 1960's, questions began to arise about 
how to insure that an expanding economy did not trip 
over inflation. “We're learning to five with pros- 
perity and, frankly, we don’t know as much about 
managing prosperity r.r 3 erting there,” Gardner 
Ackley, chief economic -..’viser to President John-, 
son, admitted candidly ir. IS 35. 

In fact, Keynes had explicitly warned against 
Inflation and the debasing of the currency. But he 
had spoken more about stimulus chan restraint. 
Many economists recognized that Keynesianism was 
supposed to be a “two-way street,” with government 
spending declining in periods of growth. That turned 
out to be difficult politically. So today economists are 
searching' for the new Keynes, to analyse .the profit 
lem, provide the solution and supply the framework 
that will tie it all together.

What’s Coded, Computerized 
And Essential to the President?

WASHINGTON — When Ronald Reagan’s Cabinet was 
first assembled, the similarities of the members — in age, in 
convictions, even in dress — were so remarkable that they 
seemed to some to blend into a faceless whole. Today the 
Cabinet fa divided, on issues ranging from the embargo on 
grain shipments to the Soviet Union to the automobile indus- 
try’s demand for limits an i m ports from Japan, and there is 
sometimes drama under the homogeneous surface. . 

No one expected the Reagan team to be completely free 
of differences, of course. The question was always how well 
the Presided would keep his pledge that the Cabinet, not the 
Wlute House staff, would cany the burden of his Adminis- 
tration. Two months into Us term, be has erected one of the 
most elaborate stru ctur e s of the modem Presidency to 
carry out the functions of '“Cabinet government.” Senior 
aides say they are pleased, even though difficulties remain. 

Perhaps inevitably, the mare conspicuous blowups have 
come in foreign policy. Behind-the-scenes backbiting seems 
to have stepped up, bringing a .blunt repudiation last week 
by James S. Brady, the White House press secretary, of an 
earlier comment fay a State Department official that the 
press had made too much of the turmoil in El Salvador! Sec- 
retary of State Alexander M. Haig Jr. was reportedly furi- 
ous. In fact, he has often expressed annoyance at White 
House or Defense Department comments on matters of for- 
eign affairs.

The main feature of the structure, borrowed from the 
concept of corporate executive committees, is six Cabinet 
councils, each serving as a formal body for the debating and 
shaping of policy. Th^r are the National Security Council, 
required by law, and councils on economic affairs, natural 
resources and environment, health and human resources, 
commerce and trade, and food and agriculture. Each is 
headed by a Cabinet member, but each has an executive sec- 
retary who fa a member of the White House staff. Each aiino 
has a “secretariat” of staff members from the agencies and 
the White House. 

The man in charge of making it all work is Edwin Meese 
3d, chief policy coordinator, assisted by Janies A. Baker 3d, 
chief of staff. With the use of a computer, the two have 
created a novel way of tracking issues as they filter through 
the council and secretariat structure. 

*CA V Equals Cabinet Acbniftistration 

When an issue has come before the White House, but has 
not yet been passed an to the Cabinet, Mr. Baker’s office as- 
signs it a number along with the label “SS,” for Staff Secre- 
tary. If an issue has come before Mr. Meese’s office, or be- 
fore one of the Cabinet councils — but not the White House 
staff — it is assigned a different number, along with the 
label “CA,” for Cabinet Administration. If something is for- 
warded from a Cabinet council to the White House staff, it 
gees another number and the label “CS.” And if it goes from 
the White House staff to a Cabinet council, it gets still an- 
other number and the label “SC.” 

“Our goal is to insure that everybody agrees on the 
facts and assumptions of a given issue before they' start 
deciding the issue.” said Craig Fuller, director of Cabinet 
•administrafforfat the White House. “The Cabinet councils: 
and^ecretariats are a way of using the staff to get all the op- . 
turns analyzed and all the relevant information digested be- 
fore the issue goes to the Cabinet, where it will be disniased 
with the President.” Since January, only 25 nonbudget 


issues bave percolated through to formal discussion during 
a full Cabinet meeting of the sort favored by Mr. Reagan. 
When an issue readies this exalted status, it is assigned yet 
another computer number and the label “CM,” for Cabinet 
Matter. Last week, for instance, Mr. Reagan presided over 
a vigorous give-aruJ-take on CM-13: auto imports. 

Mr. Rragan’s struggles to mesh the functions of the peo- 
ple around him spring from a simple fact. Every modem 
President has found that his Cabinet and his staff ap- 
proached issues with different perspectives. Typically, an 
agency focuses more narrowly on the policy implications, 
whereas the staff juggles a much broader range of concerns, 
from politics to Congressional demands to how something 
will be viewed in the press. In the Reagan White House, for 
example, Richard V. Allen and Martin Anderson, the na- 
tional security and domestic policy advisers, have carved 
out the role of making sure that the President lives up to hfa 
campaign promises. 

In his first week in office, Mr. Reagan held a Cabinet 
meeting almost every day. Soon Mr. Meese, among others, 
decided that improved staff work reduced the need. Now the 
Cabinet convenes only once a week, usually an Thursday af- 
ternoon. Mr. Reagan also meets once or twice a week with 
one of his Cabinet councils. 

White House officials agree that not all the bugs are ouL 
Recently, for instance. Agriculture Secretary John R. Block 
got permission from Mr. Meese to briefly discuss farm legis- 
lation personally with the President. The discussion quickly 
veered into matters for which no staff preparation had been 
done. Mr. Meese reportedly sat squirming as it deteriorated 
into a lively “bull session” that was essentially a waste of 
the President’s time. 

But the system “worked” recently, a White House offi- 
cial said, when it produced a lucid Cabinet debate between 
Energy Secretary James R. Edwards and David A. Stock- 
man, the budget director, over Mr. Edwards’s request for 
funds to help clean up the crippled Three Mile Island nu- 
clear power plant and to purchase a reprocessing plant in 
Barnwell, S.C. Mr. Reagan listened intently and then took 
the prepared material home with him. He sided with Mr. 
Edwards on Three Mile Island and Mr. Stockman on Barn- 
well. 

“Thejtysteni isn’t perfect,” said one Reagan aide. “But 
• It’s woridaghetter than 'many expected. Probably the main 
reason is that this is the^ystem Reagan used in California, 
and he fa determined to duplicate the success he felt he had. 
It helps that so many of us were with him then, so that we in- 
stinctively know how to make it function.” 


Once Again, Power Pendulum Swings 
T oward the Executive Branch

WASHINGTON — Richard E. Neustadt, the celebrated 
professorial chronicler of executive power, wrote in 1960 
that; although the Founding Fathers were said to have 
created a government of “separated powers,” the constitu- 
tional convention did nothing of the sort. 

“Rather,” Mr. Neustadt observed, “it created a gov- 
ernment of separated institutions ‘sharing’ powers.” 
Though a useful scholastic distinction, at issue politically, 
then as now, fa which branch of government gets the bigger 
share. 

Despite * few fluctuations, the direction of the Presi- 
dential power curve since the end of World War I has been 
upward. But what Arthur Schlesinger Jr. dubbed the Im- 
perial Presidency collapsed precipitously in the 1970’s in the 
wake of the Vietnam War and the Watergate scandal. 

• Congress's enactment of the War Powers Act and the 
forced resignation of President Nixon p resag ed a fierce and 
prolonged assault on White House authority over foreign 
and domestic policy. Under the Carter Administration, how- 
ever, the political pendulum began to swing back again. 

By last week, in the third month of the Reagan Adminis- 
tratidn, there were strong indications that a new balance of 
power between the legislature and the executive was being 
s t ru c k . The Republican-dominated Senate Budget Commit- 
tee, with a swiftness seldom seen on Capitol Hill, not only 
followed President Reagan’s call for fiscal restraint but 
unanimously adopted a package of Federal budget cuts 
totaling S36.4 billion for fiscal 1982, more than $2 button be- 
yond Mr. Reagan's recommendation. 

And in another assertion of executive prerogative, Mr. 
Reagan reversed a campaign pledge to support legislative 
vetoes, a device increasingly popular in Congress in recent 
years, and instructed hfa Attorney General to argue before 
foe Supreme Court that such vetoes are unconstitutional if 
they tetrode upon the President's power to manage the exec- 
utive branch. 

The -reassertion of Presidential power, as well as the 
outlines of the inevitable debate with Congress, could be 
seen most clearly last week in foreign policy, however. 
Under Secretary of State James L. Buckley unveiled before 
a House foreign affairs subco mmitte e proposals designed, 
Mr. Buckley contended, to provide the Administration with 
greater “flexibility” in the conduct of foreign policy. 

The package fa a legislative potpourri that includes a re- 
peal, in effect, of Congressional restrictions on military or 
nuclear aid to Argentina, Angola and Pakistan, creation of a 
military aid contingency fund for foreign crises, a $350 mil- 
lion revolving weapons fund to speed delivery of arms to for- 
eign buyers, and less restrictive reporting requirements on 
the shipments of arms and military advisers overseas. 

Predictably, the package received mixed reviews on 
Capitol Hill . One of the first blasts came from Representa- 


tive Stephen J. Solarz, a liberal Democrat from Brooklyn 
and a staunch defender of the so-called Clark amendment, 
which prohibits military or covert assistance to Angola. Mr. 
Solarz, who predicted a “battle royal” over repeal of the aid 
restriction, fired a broadside at the entire package. 

“It represents a frontal assault on the whole fabric of 
Congressionally adopted restraints on foreign policy prerog- 
atives of the executive," Mr. Solarz complained. “While 
there may well be a need for greater flexibility,” he contin- 
ued, “it is neither necessary nor wise to repeal virtually all 
of the restrictions adopted in response to specific abuses of 
the past and designed to prevent future abuses and unwise 
policies.” 

Even moderate Democrats, such as Representative 
Clement J. Zablocki of Wisconsin, chairman of the Foreign 
Affairs Committee, warned Mr. Buckley that the Adminis- 
tration was “asking for a little too much. ” Mr. Zablocki con- 
cluded: “I don’t think Congress will abdicate its rightful au- 
thority and responsibilities. ” 

Displeasure with some of the Administration’s recent 
initiatives was also apparent in the Senate. Senator Nancy 
Landan Kassebaum, Republican of Kansas, for example, 
questioned the timing of the move to repeal the Clark 
amendment, fearing that it could adversely affect efforts to 
negotiate an aid to the conflict in South-West Africa and 
alienate friendly black African countries. 

Senator John Glenn, a moderate Democrat from Ohio, 
vowed to oppose the Administration’s request to ease re- 
strictions on nuclear fuel exports and military aid to Paki- 
stan and other nations until the Administration bad devel- 
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oped a nuclear nonproliferation policy. “I support aid to 
Pakistan,” Mr. Glenn said, “but I’m also against nuclear 
proliferation. And most of all, I favor a rule of Law , not of ex- 
ceptions and exigencies of the moment. ” 

Similar concerns were aired about the Administration’s 
dispatch of 54 military advisers and emergency military 
assistance to El Salvador, without formal consultation with 
Congress under the War Powers Act or other arguably appli- 
cable laws. 

The Administration’s argument that the laws did not 
apply In the case of El Salvador brought charges from Sena- 
tor Thomas F. Eagleton, the Missouri Democrat who helped 
draft the War Powers Act in 1971. that Congress was being 
“snookered by foe hair-splitting interpretations of the exec- 
utive branch.” This was not, he argued in a speech on the 
Senate floor, a “lawyer's quibble.” Only with full reporting 
and full consultation, he argued, could Congress act as a 
check against “foreign policy adventurism.” 

Freshman Republican Senator Warren B. Rudman of 
New Hampshire, like Mr. Eagleton, said that he was not op- 
posed in principle to aiding the Duarte Government in El 
Salvador, but noted that “consultation by increment does 
not satisfy my notion of what constitutes legitimate advise 
and consent” 

Despite such expressions of concern, however. Congres- 
sional analysts believe that President Reagan fa likely to se- 
cure many of the legislative changes he is seeking. “Given 
our record so far,” complained Democratic Senator Paul E. 
Tseng as, of Massachusetts, “this Is not a Senate the White 
House will have to worry about. ” 

At the same time, most legislators and analysts do not 
believe that a return to the Imperial Presidency fa likely or 
even possible. “We don’t have the votes to block anything 
now," Senator Tsongas also observed. “But pendulums 
swing both ways.” 
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Drifting Into an African Policy 

Just two months at sea, the Reagan Administra- 
tion seems headed into a foreign policy fog of its own 
making. Each day brings a correction of yesterday's 
bold pronouncements — on El Salvador, on Poland, on 
Soviet-American relations. The style is not only disqui- 
eting; it may be destructive. Even before policies have 
been charted, the choices are being narrowed by heed- 
less remarks and public posturing. 

A striking case in point is President Reagan’s 
casual stance on South Africa. Does he mean to give it 
his blessing? Does his Administration understand the 
consequences of. doing so? The policy choice can be 
simply put: the United States can embrace South Af- 
rica, or it can continue in the successful Western effort 
to befriend black Africa. It cannot do both. 


South Africa’s leaders were euphoric when Mr. 
Reagan appeared to reverse America's Africa policy in 
a television interview with Waiter Cronkite. He de- 
scribed South Africa as a friendly country "that has 
stood behind us in every war we fought." He stressed 
the West's strategic stake in South African minerals, 
and praised Pretoria for its "sincere and honest ef- 
forts’ 1 to remove apartheid. 

The white rulers of South Africa seized on his 
words instantly. Five senior military aides were or- 
dered to Washington so hurriedly that they failed to 
identify themselves or their mission when applying for 
visas. An embarrassed State Department had to send 
them packing for this diplomatic breach. 

South Africa followed up last week by sending 
planes 200 miles into Angola to strike at a guerrilla base. 
The target was a training camp for the South-West Af- 
rica Peoples' Organization, the leftist, nationalist con- 
tender for control of Namibia, now ruled illegally by 
South Africa. The raid caused new embarrassment at 
State, which was forced to express its "utmost con- 
cern. * * Is embarrassment the sum of American policy? 


In fact, the show of force might provide a salutary 
lesson for an Administration weighing diplomatic 
choices in Africa. 

Reassuringly, we now learn that the Administra- 
tion still supports "the path of negotiation’' as the best 
way to end Swapo’s guerrilla war. A settlement in 
Namibia could induce the removal of some 25,000 
Cuban and Soviet troops that Angola claims it needs as 
a shield against South Africa. That would be a triumph 
for the Administration. But it would be out of the ques- 
tion if black Africa sees the United States as South Afri- 
ca's partner and defender. 

And in the wake of the commitment to negotiation, 
the Administration has taken a new step that looks 
wholly contradictory. It has asked Congress to repeal 
the 1976 Clark amendment which bars covert Ameri- 
can aid to anti-Govemment guerrillas within Angola. 
By providing aid the United States would necessarily 
become South Africa’s strategic partner. 

Such a partnership would open the way to even 
deeper penetration of Africa by the Soviet Union and its 
Cuban helpers. This hard truth is taken for granted by 
the toughest-minded Europeans, including Britain's 
Margaret Thatcher. 

Black Africans do not regard themselves as proxy 
pawns in cold war chess. They have become players in 
their own right, and have their own interests to defend 
— in Nigeria's case, an ocean of oil. They ask that nef- 
ther their friendship nor their hostility be taken for 
granted. 

It was in the same spirit that . Zimbabwe’s Prime 
Minister Robert Mugabe issued a hurt warning the 
other vday. He found it "most regrettable" that his 
country’s "goog relations" with Washington, were now 
clouded by possible American support for a South Af- 
rica that is "proving herself a regional aggressor and 
delinquent." 

When will the Administration calculate where it is 
headed in Africa? Does it really care? . 


Congress and the Reagan Cannonball 


The Gallup Poll says President Reagan is less 
popular after eight weeks in office than any of his re- 
cent predecessors. There’s no sign of that m (ingress. 
For weeks, the spotlight has been on the vaunted Rea- 7 ' ' 
g«m economic program. There has been briefing after 
briefing. Budget Director David Stockman has made 
the cover of most national iqagazines. Not until last 
week did Congress finally get its first crack at the pro- 
gram- 

And what happened? 

The train roared through the Senate Budget Com- 
mittee like the Wabash Cannonball. The Senators, 
Democrats and Republicans alike, leaped aboard for 
the ride. The best the Democrats could manage was 
Senator Metzenbaum's piteous plea to the Republican 
majority not to "let the President down" by cutting 
even more than he had requested. 

Nor were the budget cuts the President’s only vic- 
tory in Congress. He also wants $50 billion or so in tax . 
cuts, and in the Democratic House the Ways and Means 
Committee said it might oblige. That’s not the final 
word; but it's a surprisingly friendly gesture from a 
potentially hostile source. 

For the Administration it is a spectacularly good 
start. For Congress, it is a decidedly troubling one. In 
its eagerness not to test the new President's popularity, 
the legislators seem to have abandoned altogether 
their proper role in the making of economic policy. 
Congress alone can provide an independent, skilled and 
detailed evaluation of the President's economic pro- 
gram. Until it does, the public loses. 

The Democrats bear a special responsibility. Yet 
what do their leaders say? Representative Wright of 


Texas recently warned his colleagues that the voters 
want them to cooperate with the President — but not to 
be^supine.” Yet.neit 
has thus telisoTfo 1 ^ 

Congressional scrutiny need not mean partisan 
warfare with the White House^The President does 
have a mandate to try his conservative solutions to 
stagflation. But it is one thing for Congress to accept 
the direction and dimension of his program, quite an- 
other to abandon its role in determining the detail of 
policy. As Senator Moynihan observed, the Senate 
Budget Committee undid 30 years of social legislation 
in three days. 

When the train roared past, it whacked many bil- 
lions that should be challenged, even on the Adminis- 
tration's own terms. The safety net that the White 
House claims to have spread seems far more likely to 
protect Republican candidates than America's truly 
needy. 

A new analysis of the Reagan program shows a bi- 
zarre contradiction. The Administration is undermin- 
ing its own desire to reduce the welfare rolls ; it has pro- 
posed such steep cuts in social programs for the work- 
ing poor that many might decide that working isn't 
worth the effort. 

Luckily, however, it’s spring. The budget process 
has just begun. None of the cuts agreed to by the Senate 
committee is a certainty, nor will any be until the Sen- 
ate and the House finally agree on every detail. There 
will be time for more polls, more studies and we dare to 
hope, more courage from Congress.

Breeder Reactors for Peace 


To the Editor: 

Your March 9 editorial deploring ex- 
penditures for the development of 
breeder reactors missed some vital 
realities, it seems to me. 

Whatever merits the- Clinch River 
approach may or may not have, the 
fact is that that entire project repre- 
sents the only serious activity under 
way in the entire nation which has any 
possibility of producing the technologi- 
cal skills and the improved reactor de- 
signs that are needed to make nuclear 
systems safe and dependable for the 
future. There are good reasons for pos- 
sibly redirecting the Clinch River ap- 
proach in light of the progress that has 
been achieved in Europe and in the 
Soviet Union. But termination of the 
project would be one more move to- 
ward reducing United States leader- 
ship in world technology. 

Contrary to your sug ge stion, the ura- 
nium available without breeding is not 
plentiful or cheap when you consider " 
that the time required for the full devel- 
opment of nuclear systems is not meas : 
ured in years but in' decades. The proof 
lies in the fact that the inadequate de- 
signs to which the industrial firms are 
“wedded ” are essentially the designs of 
the 1950’s. At the time, the main objec- 
tive was to achieve costs that were 
competitive with cheap fossil fuels. Of 
course, there have been many improve- 
ments in design in response to failures, 
but improvements have involved more 
patchwork than basic redesign, with 
rapid increases in complexity and cost. 

In light of these experiences,. and the 
larger leeway offered by higher fuel 
costs, there is reason to go "back to 
the drawing board” to see what basic 
redesigns may. be warranted. But 
David Stockman is wrong in thinking 
that the nuclear industry can support 
such improvements. Only the Govern- 
ment can sustain such costs, for the 
sake of energy independence.. 

What I hoped your editorial would 


suggest is that the breeder program be 
supported not through additional fund- 
ing but by transfer of funds from the 
nuclear armaments program. 

For too many decades we have pur- 
sued dependence an nuclear arsenals 
as our only safeguard against anack.- 
Now that the Soviet Union and the 
United States have enough nuclear 
bombs to utterly destroy each other, 
the expanding arsenals invite, rather 
than deter, attack and ruin. The over- 
dependence on nuclear armaments 
has also reduced our ability to meet 
the nonnuclear challenges around the 
world, and now the taxpayer Is being 
asked to pay through the nose for even 
larger military expenditures. 

It would not take unusual honesty or 
good sense to accept the reality that an 
immediate halt to the further building 
of mid ear armaments is advanta- 
geous to both the United States and to 
thejSoviet Union. Nor would it take any 
more honesty or good sense to see the 
urgent need for the Governments of 
the two nations, and for the peoples of 
the two nations, to address them- 
selves, through consultations and ex- 
changes, to the enormous task- of 
jointly reducing their nuclear arsenals 
■ and the entire nuclear threat, which 
promises not security but devastation 
for all peoples. The threat includes 
plutonium and uranium isotopes which 
are already here to stay. 

The task includes determining how 
lire can live with what is already here. 
But the vastly greater risks lie with 
the thousands of nuclear bombs that 
are poised and ready to go off on their 
appointed tasks of destroying New 
York City, Moscow and every other 
large population center.

Some ' law stmools have 
tried using lottery systems t£ open up 
interviews to a few non-few-revi'ew 
students, but the fear that employers 
will stop coming to such campuses in- 
hibits real changes in the system.

Reagan’s Hidden Policy 


By Carl Levin 


-■ WASHINGTON — We all recognize 
the need to respond to the economic de- 
cline that now threatens to destroy our 
industrial base. And we all recognize 
that- some painful decisions and hard 
. choices need to. be made if we are 
going to turn things around. But Presi- 
dent Reagan’s economic plan, institut- 
. ing some much needed fiscal restraint, 
does something else as well: It sub- 
. stantialiy modifies toe nature of gov- 
. eminent. : 

That modification isnot a necessary 
part of fiscal restraint; nor is it an in- 
tegral element in a recovery plan. It is 
a political decision, separate.from tbe 
President's package, which we can re- 
ject without threatening toe ultimate 
effectiveness of his economic game 
plan. • 

I’ll give two examples of tbe kind of 
nan-economic policy that lies hidden in 
the numbers and projections that have 
been the focus of our attention. 

First, toe proposed budget cuts pro- 
mote- and intensify regional imbal- 
ances. 

If one looks at toe budget proposed 
by the Reagan Administration, it be- 
comes clear toat it would promote a 
shift, in population and economic ac- 
tivity away from the Frost Belt and to 
tbe Sun Belt. For example, the Urban 
Development Action Grant program, 
which has been so significant in revi- 
talizing tiie urban areas of the. North- 
east and Midwest, is scheduled for 
sharp funding reductions. At the same 
time, toe urban enterprise zone pro- 
posed by Representative Jack Kemp, 
designed to focus toe stimulative 
power of tax cuts on depressed areas, 

: has been postponed. 

Trade-adjustment assistance — 
Federal payments to workers laid off 
because of foreign competition — 
would be all but eliminated, and unem- 
ployment benefits restricted. These 
changes would, as the President’s 
budget submission to Congress ad- 
mits; induce a “change in work search 
practices,” which means they would 
encourage people to leave states of 
high unemployment (primarily In the 
Northeast and Midwest) and seek 
work elsewhere. 

■ While these programs would be re- 
duced, defense spending would rise. 
As needed as some of that increase is, 
it too is focused on toe Sun Belt-states. 
Unless toe Administration makes sure 
that some defense spending goes to 
areas of high unemployment, the 
Frost Belt will be denied the economic 
benefits associated with the only area 
ofbudget growth. 

While toe Administration preaches 
equality of sacrifice, it has not demon- 
strated a commitment to it- It has pre- 
pared no regional analysis of toe budg- 


et’s impact and made no attempt to tar- 
get programs to states such as Michi- 
gan, my home state, that suffer from 
hig h unemployment and a history of 
slights In Federal funding formulas. 

But more than regional rape can be 
found in the shredded budget totals 
that we are told would serve as the fer- 
tilizer for our economic recovery. 
There is also a basic rejection of gov- 
ernment as an agent of social change. 

The bias of this plan toward the well-: 
to-do is clear. Preliminary data indi- 
cate that the President’s tax cut would 
increase the Federal tax burden on 
middle-class families while reducing 
toe share paid by tbe wealthy. 

And the budget cuts would go even 
further in altering the role of govern- 
ment. The budget pays lip service to 
protecting the “truly needy,” but the 
list of programs rejected in the budget 
undermines that pledge and repudi- 
ates our responsibility to help toe 
nearly poor. • 

While the “truly needy” see their 
position decline, and the marginally 
needy are driven into a safety net of 
subsistence and total dependency, 
other sectors of society would pay a 
much smaller price. While trade-ad- 
justment assistance benefits for the 
unemployed would be reduced, subsi- 
dies of up to $50,000 a year to corporate 
farmers would continue. While grants, 
loans, and Social Security benefits to 
the college-bound would be curtailed, 
tax-exempt industrial-development 
bonds, used to underwrite fast-food 
chains and country clubs, would re- 
main untouched. While economic- 
development funds, particularly use- 
ful to older cities, would be eliminated, 
subsidies v to shipbuilders would keep 
sailing along. And while food stamps 
would be cut in half, water projects — 
a classic pork-barrel . — would be 
slashed by only 15 percent. 

Granted, there. is a need to reduce 
Federal spending. But I cannot grasp 
toe need to focus those cuts at toe mid- 
dle and lower end of the income scale 
while those who are well off retain 
their subsidies even in the face of our 
new fiscal frugality. I have suggested 
here some of the cats that could be 
made without affecting our commit- 
ment to supporting equitably all re- 
gions and all people in this country. A 
judicious examination of Federal 
spending would allow us to meet the 
President’s goal of major budget re- 
ductions without intensifying regional 
and economic injustices. Such a 
budget would also assure that Ameri- 
ca’s “new beginning:’ would consis- 
tent with its past promise.

ABROAD AT HOME 

Accomplice 

To 

Terror

BOSTON, March 21 — General Ro- 
berto Viola, Argentina’s President- 
designate, has just visited Washing- 
ton. By the warm welcome it gave him 
the Reagan Administration dramati- 
cally underlined its new human rights 
policy. That is to condemn “totalitar- 
ian” Communist regimes but avoid 
criticizing "authoritarian” govern-, 
ments of the right. 

What does that political-science 
term “authoritarian” mean in prac- 
tice? Argentina offers a case study of 
what it can mean. During tbe last five 
years thousands of Argentinians have 
been taken away by soldiers or police 
and disappeared forever. One who sur- 
vived calls this up from his memory : 

“When you're arrested and your ini- 
tial interrogation is over, you are 
given the impression that you’re being 
taken away to some lovely farm camp. 
Then the prisoners start to see, as I 
saw when I was arrested, policemen 
wearing Nazi emblems and walls with 
swastikas prominently displayed . . . 

“There are a lot of things toat are 
new and horrific in the Argentine ter- 
ror, things that put it on a level with 
toe Nazis in every way except sheer 
numbers. One is the disappearance of 
children and the horrible things they 
have done to children. 

“Then there is this grotesque fact 
that toe bodies do not appear. This is a 
very important thing in any civiliza- 
tion, part* of human psychology. De- 
priving someone of a plot of earth they 
can go to is incredibly cruel and quite 
bqyond me to understand.” 

Those statements were made in a 
quiet English voice. They came from 
Robert Cox, a British-bom journalist 
who lived in Argentina for 20 years and 
became editor of The Buenos Aires 
Herald. He was arrested in 1977 and 
thinks he would have “disappeared” if 
the British Arhbassador fi&d'not im- 
mediately protested. In 1979 unsigned 
notes threatened his family with 
death. Cox, his wife and five children 
left. 

Robert Cox is now a Nieman Fellow 
at Harvard. He has not crusaded 
against the Argentine Government. 
He still loves Argentina and wants to 
go back. But he finally expressed his 
feelings on what has happened there in 
an interview with Stephen Kinzer of 
The Boston Globe. It is that interview 
that I quote. 


“The way people respond to this 
situation is to deny it,” Cox said. “The 
government simply dismisses toe pro- 
tests and hides behind cruel remarks 
about people who are 'absent forever.' 

“I remember the absolute pain I felt 
when I realized what was happening 
and nobody would believe me or talk to 
me about it. They thought I was mad. 
It’s like waking up in toe morning and 
finding that one has been transformed 
into a beetle. 

“To this day, very few people in Ar- 
gentina know what has happened. 
Very few people care when their next- 
door neighbor is carried off. They 
make up some excuse, they pretend 
it’s not happening.” 

Cox himself was reluctant to believe 
the truth about the disappearances. 

He knew the horrors Of the urban guer- _ 
rilla campaign that led to the right- — 
wing reaction in Argentina and the 
military takeover in 1976. Then the dis- 
appearances began. 

“I myself went on believing the Gov- 
ernment explanations for a long time 
'because f so much wanted to believe 

them I tried to tell myself that the 

whole problem was that the good guys 
in government who were appalled at 
what was happening were temporarily ' 
powerless to stop it. But the opportune ' 
ties for moderates to clean this up * 
have been so many that after a while - 
an honest person has to stop making , 
excuses for them. " • 

There is still hope for Argentina, 
Cox said — if the truth is told. “The 
first thing is to face up to what has 
happened, and then to get rid of the 
criminal elements responsible.” Ke 
expressed specific hopes for General 
Viola, who has said he will publish a 
list of persons the Government knows - 
to have disappeared. “If he will only 
allow the story to be told,” Cox said, 
“that will be a great step forward.” 

But it is quite a different thing, in . 
Cox’s view, for the United States to • 
embrace the Argentine Government. ■* 

“The Government thinks it has 
brought the United States around to its -! 
point of view,” Cox said. “Many of « 
these generals in Argentina are laugh- 

irig at the United States These are ", 

genuine neo-totalitarians who think the 
outcome of World War II was a great 
mistake. Hitler is not considered even 
morally reprehensible to the kind of ; 
people who control these operations.” \ 

Cox’s deeply convincing words •; 
carry a lesson for U.S. human rights J 
policy. The attempt to distinguish 
merely “authoritarian" regimes is . 
pseudo-academic rubbish. There is a - 
fair argument for coaxing harsh gov- . 
emments to Improve instead of de- : 
nouncing them. But there is no case for *- 
the United States to look as if it, too, is 
whitewashing the official terror that : 
has existed in Argentina. 

“What are you going to tell toe Rus- 
sians?”

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Industrialization of Space: 
Why Business Is Wary 


By JOHN NOBLE WILFORD 


With the first space shuttle due to go into orbit next 
month, the business executives upon whom its ultimate suc- 
cess depends will regard it with" wonder. They'll wonder 
whether, as the National Aeronautics and Space Administra- 
tion has promised, there will really be anything in it for 
them. 

The revolutionary flying machine already offers some 
promise to a few industries: Aerospace companies, led by 
the Rockwell International Corporation, the prime shuttle 
contractor, hope to supply shuttle hardware for the rest of 
the century. And the communications and da ta-trans mission 
industry is depending on the reusable shuttles to launch its 
satellites more cheaply than the conventional rockets now 
being used. 

But in the view of NASA, the shuttle system holds far 
greater potential. Despite technical problems that have de- 
layed the launch and the last week’s accident — unrelated to 
the shuttle's operation — that left one technician dead, NASA 
sees a day when dozens of shuttles will be commuting to and 
from earth carrying enormous payloads. Crews aboard the 
shuttles could build and maintain gigantic orbiting com- 
munications satellites, solar-power stations that would 
transmit electricity to earth, and highly automated factories 
where industry could use the unique environment of space to 
make things that cannot be made as well, if at all, on earth. 

The virtual absence of gravitational force in orbit — 
scientists speak of the microgravity environment, not zero- 
gravity — provides several advantages in processing metals, 
fluids, crystals or living cells. In microgravity conditions, 
particles do not fall up or down and there are no distorting 
convection currents. 

Based on theory and several experiments on earlier 
space flights, the crystals that are the raw material of the 
electronics industry could be made purer and more reliable 
in space. New alloys and new types of glass should also be 
possible, and, for the pharmaceutical industry, biological

substances could be separated more cleanly and efficiently. 
By the mid-1980's, according to NASA, some special products 
sold on earth, probably pharmaceuticalsandcrystals for mi- 
croelectronics, will bearthe made-in-space label.- -• ■ 

For the moment, however, business is cautious. No busi- 
ness, other than the communictions industry, is willing as yet 
to commit big money cm ventures in space. The payback — if 
there is any — could be dozens of years away, and that is 
unappealing to companies whose horizons are often limited 
to two, three, or five years. 

“It takes money and time to figure out what can be 
produced in space, what it will cost and if there is really a use 
for it,” said James Rose, manager of space processing for 
the McDonnell Douglas Corporation. 

Indeed, a recent study by the Boeing Company con- 
cluded that increased commercialization of space will not 
come easily. “It will be expensive to develop all the inter- 
locking technologies and organizations that will be needed 
for full space commercialization,” Gilbert W. Keyes and 


' John T. Bosma, two Boeing marketing specialists, wrote in a 
report. “The major obstacles to maturation of space indus- 
tries are financial, organizational and political rather than 
technological.” 

Decisions made in the next five years, Mr. Keyes and 
Mr. Bosnian continued, will determine “to a large extent” 
the economic, prospects for space during the rest of the cen- 
tury. They said that companies want to be assured that 
American space programs will have “a more secure finan- 
cial future and a more supportive political climate” before 
they risk money developing equipment and experimental 
manufacturing processes for use in space. 

In fact, the future of the shuttle does appear clouded. Al- 
though the Reagan Administration exempted the shuttle pro- 
gram from its proposed budget cuts — which will pare $600 
million from NASA’s overall budget — it has not as yet ex- 
pressed a commitment to postshuttle projects. Congres- 
sional and NASA leaders suspect that the Administration is 
waiting to see how well the space shuttle Columbia performs 
in its upcoming 54-hour orbital flight. 

- Still, proponents within the program remain enthusias- 
tic. Joseph P. Loftus Jr., chief of technical planning at 
NASA’s Johnson Space Center, believes that the advent of 
the shuttles could do for the economic development of space 
what the transcontinental railroad did for the American 
West. “Whether transportation makes commerce or com- 
merce makes transportation is a chicken-and-egg problem of 
economics,” he said, indicating that he tended to side with 
the former proposition. He equated the first shuttle with the 
first train west out of St. Louis. 

Much of the orbtter's fuselage consists of a cargo bay, 60 
feet long and 15 feet wide, capable of carrying up to 65,000 
pounds of payload — either a single satellite or laboratory or 
several instruments — and delivering it into its orbiting 
parking place. The cost to a company for the rental of the full 
cargo space is $36 million, but it is expected that full rental 
by one company would be rare, and that several would rent 
space on a single flight. 

The first two shuttles are being developed and tested at a 
cost expected to run almost $10 billion. NASA has contracted 
with Rockwell to build two additional orbiters at a cost of at 
least $500 million each and hopes to get Congressional ap- 
proval for a fifth. NASA reports that it already has comznit- 
jnents for customers to fill the first 50 to 60 shuttle flights, 
and if current projections for traffic later in the decade are 
approximately accurate, >1 AS A said that it will need a sixth 
and possibly seventh orbiter in the fleet. The agency has 
sought help from Eastern Air Lines Inc. and the Federal Ex- 
press Corporation on how to match flight capacity with user . 
demand. 

NASA officials believe that some day, perhaps by the 
early 21st century, a shuttle service run by private compa- 
nies may be feasible. A few years ago, Boeing investigated 
the possibility of buying one or more shuttles and establish- 
ing a kind of private-enterprise airline for space, but eventu- 
ally backed off. “Right now,” Mr. Loftus of NASA said, 
“we're still where we were when the Army Signal Corps flew 
the mail because no private venture could do it.” 

Nearly one-third of the booked shuttle flights are re- 
served for the Defense Department, which will convert from 
using expendable rockets to theshuttie for launching Its com- 
munications, navigation andsurveillance satellites. Because 
of their national security role, these satellites will have pri- 
ority over others. 

But the heaviest traffic into space will be in commercial 
communications satellites, as it has been for several years. 

A recent NASA report estimated that American and foreign 
communications payloads will account for 38 percent of 
NASA’s launching demand in the 1980's. These will represent 
replacements for aging satellites and new, larger satellites 
to satisfy the expanding demand. Altogether, NASA esti- 
mates, new communications satellite procurement could 
surpass $1.5 billion in the 1980’s, with most of the business 
likely to go to experienced satellite builders like the Hughes 
Aircraft Company, the RCA Corporation and TRW Inc. 

Japanese and Western European industries are moving 
in as strong competitors, and the European Space Agency's 
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Prudential offered to buy Bacfae for 
$385 million, or $32 a share. The move, 
which took Wall Street by surprise, was 
seen as a strategy by the big brokerage 
firm to head off an unwanted takeover 
by the Bfelzbergs, a Canadian family of 
investors. The move Was also expected 
to touch off competition among insur- 
ance and other companies to increase 
their array of financial services, and 


some on Wall Street see more broker- 
age firms as takeover targets. 

The prime rate dropped to 17% per- 
. cent from 18 percent at major banks, 
the fourth reduction this month. Chem- 
ical .Bank in New York, which ha s been 
a leader in cutting the prime rate late- 
ly, went to 17 percent. Other interest 
rates also fell.

Sohio is 
currently seeking to purchase Kenne- 
cott for $1.77 billion. Separately, 'Gulf 
Oil said it would buy Kemmerer Oil for 
$325 million. 

Newport News Shipbuilding will get 
a $1 billion contract to build three nu- 
clear-powered attack submarines, the 
Navy said. General Dynamics, whose 
Electric Boat yards at Groton has been 
experiencing cost overruns and delays, 
won't be invited to bid. 

A.T.&T. said earnings in its fiscal 
fourth quarter, ended Feb. 28, rose 8.6 
percent from the comparable period a 
year ago. Federated Department 
Stores said earnings in its fourth fl«rni 
quarter ended Jan. 31 Increased 16.9 
percent. K mart’s profits fell 10.2 per- 
cent in Its fourth fiscal quarter ended 
Jan. 28. 

Stocks gained on Friday, helping the 
Dow Jones industrial average to close 
out the week with 7.03 points on the plus 
side, but not enough to cross the 1,000 
mark. The average finished at 992.80.

Although telecommunications will likely, dominate the 
space economy for many yws to come, NASA and private 
industry are exploring some more futuristic endeavors that 
could turn a profit. They are particularly interested in learn- 
ing how to build large structures in orbit to serve as the 
power stations and factories of the space economy. Boeing, 
the General Dynamics Corporation, the Grumman Corpora- 
tion and Rockwell have conducted a number of such studies 
for NASA. 

1 As a first step, NASA is reviewing concepts for power 
modules that would be deposited In orbit by the shuttles and 
left there as kind of electrical outlets. A single module might 
have 100-foot-long panels of solar cells for converting sun- . 
light to electricity. A shuttle could {dug in to such a module 
and draw power for six weeks of operations. Laboratories, 
satellites or small prototype materials-processing factories 


would also get their energy from the modules.

Galilee is hills and mountains and 
enchanting scenery and weather. It 
is “God's country." However, what 
has kept the coastal plain chock-full 
of Israelis is that that’s where the 
jobs are, or at least most of the good 
ones. How exhilarating then . is the 
possibility that Elscint-Ma’aiot may 
be the harbinger of more, many 
more, good and exciting jobs in 
Galilee and in development towns 
in other underpopulated parts oT the 
country. 

Nardimon, the plant's manager* is 
a Haifa Technion graduate of 1974 .

But 
the bureaucratic red-tape you have 
to wade through to get an official 
permit ( teudat zakaut ) entitling you 
to rent one of the government- 
owned flats here is enough to turn 
off and turn back all but the truly 
dedicated. It took us three months 
just to get over that hurdle." 

Reuven Haber, a production 
technician, formerly of Tadiran and 
Petah Tikva, ran the same gauntlet. 
He uses the stock Israeli 


bureaucratic lingo , to describe his 
family status: married plus two. “I 
came from a very cushy job and 
from a very well set up home in 
Petah Tikva. And believe me, like 
everyone el,se in the plant who has 
soughL to relocate here, my wife and 
I also came for Zionist reasons, it 
took me three months to get my 
permit, so l could rent a small stan- 
dard flat here. 

“When it came to the flat itself, 1 
fell into some nasty local politics. 
The ,town clerk fixed me up with a 
temporary flat. But. it’s very small, 
70 square metres in-ail, and quite a 
come-down for my wife and 
children. It turned out that there 
were nicer flats available. My 
problem, unbeknown to me, was 
that ! was considered a 
protekzionaire (protege) of the local 
council crowd. The Amidar official 
in charge of allocating temporary 
housing hales the local council peo- 
ple, and so he gave me that hole, as 
part of the local Wars of the Jews.” 

Back to Elscint- Ma’alot manager 
Dov Nardimon. The idea of a man 
in such a position wanting to move 
himself and his family to a place like 
Ma'alot should be the fondest 
dream of any official involved in the 
settlement of Galilee. But Nar- 
dimon says that he himself also fell 
victim to the teudat zakaut rigmarole 
and to the three-month minimum 
needed to overcome this first hur- 
dle. In the meantime, he is living in 
a hotel in Nahariya, and his wife and 
four children are still in Ra’anana, 

“WHEN IT comes to help for peo- 
ple like me in relocating to Galilee, 
the government not only doesn't 
help, but it actually is part of the ob- 
stacles that have to be overcome. 
The irony of it all is that there are 
empty flats in Ma'alot, and some of 
them quite nice ones. 

“The problem is that every such 
apartment is ’owned’ by some in- 
stitution or other. Some are in- 


tended for new immigrants who 
aren’t coming; others for young 
couples who must be registered with 
a special young couples’ housing 
programme, not many of whom 
have come, either. Believe me, it's 
easier to produce the most 
sophisticated tomograph we make 
than to get a flat transferred from 
one institutional godfather to 
another. 

“Gideon Patt (the Minister of In- 
dustry, Trade and Tourism) was 
here two months ago, and promised 
us to allocate two empty flats to Els- 
cint to accommodate employees in 
the process of moving here. So far, 
nothing has progressed on that 
score. 

“Ail this, and the fact that one 
has to use protekzia even to arrange 
a temporary rented flat, is 
demoralizing. It is these first 
impressions that are so all- 
important. An experience like this 
can turn off employees and their 
families who are turned on by the 
idea of moving to Galilee and to 
Ma’alot." 

Elscint is obviously a pioneer in 
such transitions and is bearing the 
brunt of the problems that befall all 
pioneers. As things go in Israel, 
there is every reason to believe that 
the bureaucracies will eventually be 
vanquished by the forces of reason 
and pioneering. But this isn't much 
cheer for those experiencing the 
nervous wear-and-tear of settling in 
Ma'alot now. 

At least one government institu- 
tion. however, has full confidence in 
the success of the drive to induce 
highly-skilled and highly-paid 
Israelis to move to Ma'alot. the 
Lands Administration. The rate it is 
charging for the leasing of land to 
home-builders in Stef Wertheimer's 
adjacent Rose City project, whose 
cornerstone-laying ceremony is 
due any day now, is equivalent to 
the rate charged for the best plots in 
the coastal plain.

Cheating techniques vary: 30 per

Not, as might be expected, the im- 
portance of the test, Nevo claims.

The most often repeated justifica- 
tions for cheating given by students 
were: "Boring teacher," "Bad 
teacher," “Confusing course," or

Constant family pressure for higher 
marks, or the threat of punishment 
for beiow-average ones, have also 
led dozens of pupils to copying and 
other forms of cheating, he adds.

Help for work invalids 

Jerusalem Post Reporter 

Work invalids injured in acci- 
dents before 1970 will no longer be 
discriminated against vis & vis in- 
valids injured subsequently, under a 
new amendment to the National In- 
surance Law, which the Cabinet ap- 
proved yesterday for immediate 
tabling in the Knesset. 

Hitberto, pensions of work in- 
valids injured before 1970 were 
calculated according to their own 
and their spouses' income. As a 
result some invalids got no money, 
because their wives' income was 
above a certain leveL This inequity 
has now been removed. 

The law, when enacted, will make 
the invalid's own income the sole 
criterion for determining the in- 
validity pension, no matter when 
the accident took place. 

Today, 44,700 work invalids gel 
pensions from the National In- 
surance Institute.

TH E lona-sianding dispute between the teachers and the government 
has now put over a million school children out in the street. Mothers, 
and sometimes fathers as well, cannot go to work. Secondary school 
graduates are in risk of being drafted for military service without 
taking their final examinations, thereby jeopardizing their future 
careers. 

In the background there still loom the Etzioni Commission 
recommendations for an overhaul of our education system. 

The Government, which first signed a blank cheque by committing 
itseir to accept the recommendations, has been squirming ever since 
these were submitted. 

According to Treasury estimates, acceptance in full would entail a 
wage hike of up to 60 per cent. The figure may be exaggerated, and 
the wage hike could be spread out over several years. But even so, an 
increase or this order of magnitude in the relative wages of any group 
of workers, however deserving, would be absurd. Everyone would try 
to climb on that bandwagon, deservingly or not. 

The teachers have realized that. They therefore fell in with the 
government's efforts to buy time — first by setting up the Shmueli 
Committee to study what the Etzioni Commission meant, and then by 
round after round of delays and negotiations that were not always 
guided by good faith. 

Finally the government tried to buy itself out of the recommenda- 
tions by offering the teachers a straight wage hike, as compensation 
for the erosion of their relative wages. The teachers, naturally more 
interested in immediate cash than in any sweeping uplift in their 
“status’* — which also meant more work and less moonlighting — 
were willing to buy that. 

However, at the Iasi minute the government got cold feel and 
backed out again. Any straight wage increase, to any group of 
workers, three months before elections is an open invitation for in- 
creases all round — but not before a wave of strikes and slowdowns 
hits the country. 

That was too much for Finance Minister Aridor to put up with. If 
the entire wage structure tumbles about his ears just before polling 
day, none of the minister's clever gimmicks to make people believe 
prices are coming down when they are going up. is going to be very 
useful. In desperation, Mr. Aridor took the teachers to the National 
Arbitration Board. 

Meanwhile, the teachers have lost patience, and no wonder. They 
rightly feel that they have been given the run around long enough. 
Now they, and their tribune. Education Minister Zevulun Hammer, 
want back to the Etzioni Commission. 

The government might have toid the teachers, early on, that it 
could not stand by its commitments. Thar is what Yigael Hurvitz 
wanted the government to do. It might have stood, in principle, by its 
original word, and re-negotiated the wage increases implied. It might 
also have made any immediate wage hike conditional upon at least a 
token increase in school work. 

But the government did none of these. It wriggled and writhed, 
seeking refuge in legalisms, and got itself, the teachers, a million 
pupils and many of their parents, into a corner. 

Since the teachers have rightly lost confidence in the government’s 
promises, the only way out would be to give the teachers the wage in- 
crease they were promised, on condition that they accept the ruling 
of an independent arbitrator as to the additional work they will have 
to put in. The arbitrator should get a mandate to make his ruling 
within a week. And, to take the sting out of the government’s going to 
the National Arbitration Board, he should be an independent per- 
sonality.

choose between Gottlieb and all the 
witnesses who had contradicted 
him. 

• “But that is not the true picture. 
Yes, Gottlieb is central — but every 
point of his evidence is supported 
by additional evidence and by 
common-sense." Bach noted, too, 
that in bribery, as distinct from 
other crimes, the evidence of one 
witness — even a partner in the 
crime — was sufficient for convic- 
tion. 

Bach urged the judges to re-read 
Gottlieb’s initial testimony to the 
eourt, in answer to his (Bach's) 
questions, before he became “tired 1 
and stumbling” under cross- 
examination. “That testimony alone 
is enough to convict. It was flowing 
find unhesitant...” 

Bach urged the court, too, to 
believe the other state’s witness, 
Herman Fruchter of the Spinka has- 
sidic yeshiva, who had testified that 
he gave some IS25,000 in bribes to 
Gottlieb for the minister. 

“Fruchter had no reason in the 
irorld to invent this story. Why should 
he get himself involved; he had 
frothing to gain from making this op,” 
Bach argued. “He stood firm in Us 
basic assertion despite heavy pressure 
From the defence.’* 

‘ The state attorney conceded that 
t some “subsidiary” points in 
■Fruchter’s testimony had been of 
doubtful credibility, among them: 
that the Spinka Rebbe's sons had 
known nothing of the bribery deal; 
and that he had obtained the money 
to pay the bribe from an anonymous 
and now deceased donor. 

But the main burden of 
pruchter’s testimony had survived 
the defence's cross-examination un- 
scathed, Bach contended. 

: He advised the court “not to at- 
tach too much significance’’ to a 
notebook entry of purported loans 


from the anonymous donor. The 
defence had attempted to argue that 
this entry was fabricated, but, Bach 
contended, this was at bd'st 
“unclear” and at any rate should 
not reflect on the rest of Fruchter’s 
evidence. 


The fact that tbere was a dis- 
crepancy between Gottlieb and 
Fruchter regarding the total amount 
of bribe money that had passed 
between them should “strengthen” 
their credibility, Bach continued, 
for it proved they had not coor- 
dinated their account. At this point, 
court president Asher Landau 
noLed that that argument could cut 
both ways. 


Bach argued that Gottlieb's claim 
to have received money from Rabbi 
Amram Korach of the “Yemenite 
Culture Foundation” had been con- 
firmed by Korach himself (even 
though Korach, who is a co- 
defendant accused of giving a bribe, 
claims the money was intended for 
charity). 

This left the- third count — 
Vishnitz. The other co-defendant, 
Shmuel Daskel of Vishnitz, 
staunchly denied giving Gottlieb 
any money. But Bach contended 
that Gottlieb’s proven credibility in 
the cases of Spinka and Korach 
ought to be “a circumstantial 
proof” that he was speaking the 
truth with regard to Daskel too. 

This was especially so since 
Daskel, at one stage of his police in- 
terrogation, had almost agreed to 
turn state's evidence and testify that 
he had given Gottlieb IS25.000 as “a 
donation to the NRP.” 

Bach advised the judges not to be 
swayed by Daskel’s consistent as- 
sertions — throughout the negotia- 
tions with the police — that he had 
not in fact given the money. 
Daskel’s “self-righteousness”’ the 
slate' attorney said, rang hollow.

RHETORIC AND 


PLAIN FACT 


Prime Minister Begin has declared that the Green Line no longer 
exists, a statement contradicted by realities, including those of 
the Camp David agreement, writes MISHA LOUVISH. 


"There is no Green Line . It no longer 
exists . The Green Line is null and 
void !" 


THUS SPAKE Menahem Begin at 
a Herut rally on March 11 with all 
the theatrical pathos of which he is 
capable. His momentous tidings 
made the late TV news, but, for 
some reason, his proclamation was 
not widely reported in the press. 

That, however, is no reason for 
passing over a statement by the 
Prime Minister or Israel that is in 
glaring contradiction to the facts; 
that is clearly incompatible with the 
spirit — if not the letter — of 
Israel’s international commitments; 
and that constitutes a danger to our 
national future. Comment is surely 
called for. 

First of all, the plain facts. The 
Green Line, the 1949 Armistice 
Demarcation Lines, which were 
part of Israel’s de facto borders until 
1967, is still the only boundary 
between the State of Israel (to' 
which Israeli law applies and which 
is ruled directly by the Israeli 
Government under the authority of 
the Knesset) and the areas under 
military government, which came 
under our rule during the Six Day 
War. 

It makes no difference whether 
one calls them “occupied,” 
“liberated” or “administered” 
areas; all Israeli governments since 
1967, including the present one, 
have deliberately refrained from an- 
nexing them or applying Israeli law 
to them, except to the area of 
Jerusalem previously under Jorda- 
nian occupation. 

“Judea” and “Samaria” are an- 
cient geographical terms, but their 
boundaries as such are not clearly 


delimited; as an area under military' 
government, on the other hand, 
Judea and Samaria — known also 
by the Jordanian name, the West 
Bank — can only be defined as the 
territory bounded on the east by the 
Jordan River and on the north, west 
and south by the Green Line. 

Similarly, the Gaza Strip is 
bounded by the Green Line to the 
north and the east, and to the south 
by the international frontier with 
Sinai, which is to be handed back to 
Egypt. 


IT IS difficult, moreover, to see how 
the Begin proclamation can be 
reconciled with the plain meaning 
of the Camp David agreement on 
“A Framework on Peace in the 
Middle East.” which was incor- 
porated in the peace treaty with 
Egypt. 


JERUSALEM IS an apparent ex- 
ception, for there the Armistice 
Demarcation Lines have really been 
wiped off the map, but it is the ex- 
ception that proves the rule; the 
lines have been expunged only by 
extending Israeli civilian law to the 
eastern part of the city. In a sense, 
however, the Green Line in 
Jerusalem has been shifted 
eastward, to the new municipal 
boundary, putting 100,000 
Jerusalem Arabs inside “Israel 


In this document, Israel agreed to 
negotiate “transitional arrange- 
ments for the West Bank [in the 
Hebrew version: “Judea and 
Samaria”! and Gaza,” providing 
“full autonomy to the inhabitants” 
of these areas “in order to ensure a 
peaceful and orderly transfer of 
authority.” 

The “agreed solution,” to be 
negotiated between Egypt, Jordan, 
Israel and “the elected represen- 
tatives of the inhabitants,” has to 
take into account “the legitimate 
rights of the Palestinian people” (in 
the Hebrew version: “the Arabs of 
Eretz Y Israel "] ’ 


proper. 


The distinction between what 
may fairly be called “Israel proper” 
(inside the Green Line) and the 
areas under militaiy government 
(outside the line) is by no means 
merely academic. Arabs may move 
across the line, but an Arab living 
on one side of it may not shift his 
abode to the other side, on pain of 
suffering the penalties prescribed by 
law. 


Even the Government of Israel 
has to take the Green Line into ac- 
count: if it expropriates Arab lands 
on the wrong side of the line, it runs 
the risk of being taken to task by the 
High Court’ 


There is then no possibility of 
defining the “West Bank,” or “Ju- - 
dea and -Samaria,” without 
reference to the Green Line. Who 
are “the inhabitants” who are to be 
given “full autonomy” and with 
whose representatives, inter alia, 
Israel is committed to negotiate? 
Obviously, those who live on the. 
other side of the Green Line. Does 
the prime minister mean to include 
the Arab citizens of Israel? Or does 
he exclude them from the scope of 
“the Arabs of Eretz Ytsrad"? 

Does anyone seriously believe 
there is a possibility of “an agreed 
solution” which will involve Egypt. 
Jordan and the elected represen- 
tatives of "the inhabitants" agreeing 
to the entire. Land of Israel con- 
stituting a single, indivisible unit —

It would like to recall that, 
throughout the years, UNCA has 
remained neutral in regard to 
political, ideological, religious and 
other views, devoting itself solely to 
pursuing the professional interests 
of its members in accordance with 
its constitution. Such neutrality has 
been the backbone and strength of 
our association in the past and we 
are firmly convinced that it should 
not be tampered, with. 

It therefore takes strong issue 
with an article depicting the last 
UNCA election as a political con- 
test, and one of the three can- 
didates, Raghida Dergham, as a 


political agent trying to obtain con- 
trol of the association on behalf of a 
special interest group. 

It sees no reason to- doubt col- 
league Raghida Dergham’s profes- 
. Sfonafism _ ^M bdmfide^ deckfon to 
run for UNCA ’and We re- 

ject any attempt to denounce her 
and give the outcome of the UNCA 
election a political meaning. 

Because of this the professional 
committee urges the Executive 
Committee to reaffirm the non- 
political status of UNCA and 
protect the professional integrity of 
colleague Dergham against such 
denunciations. 

While the professional Commit- 
tee’s statement elaborates profes- 
sional aspects of our organization, 
let me take up some of the factual 
mistakes in the article: 

1. The Figure of 30 Arab jour- 
nalists based at the UN is highly ex- 
aggerated. Their number is less than 
10. 

2. Colleague Raghida Dergham, 
who contested for the presidency of 
UNCA, is a Lebanese national, not 
a Kuwaiti- Palestinian. 

3. She- polled 37 votes, not 35. 

As regards the insinuation that 

“the Arabs attempted to take con- . 
trol” of UNCA through colleague 
Raghida Dergham, I would like to 
state that UNCA is a democratic in- 
stitution. No single person can 
"control" it — decisions are taken 
by vote. 

The political overtones attributed 
to my election in the article are un- 
fortunate. It was not a political en-

involves the most serious dangers 
for. the relations between Jews and 
Arabs in the State of Israel. As 
Abba Eban pointed out in this new- 
spaper on March 13 (“Astounding 
Paradox”) the attempt to biur the dis- 
tinction between the territories held 
by Israel before and after 1967 
could undermine the legitimacy of 
our sovereignty -in Galilee.
